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TWO NOTEWORTHY ENACTMENTS. 


Two laws passed at the 1900 session of the New York 
Legislature are worthy of attention. Chapter 588 pro- 
hibits the publication of any letter or telegram found on 
the body of a dead or dangerously wounded person. This 
is the so-called “Suicide Law,” and is intended to protect 
from mercenary exploitation in the public press the family 

crets and affairs which may be disclosed by the papers 
found on a suicide’s body. The prohibition is absolute, 
except when, after a coroner’s inquest, it is necessary to 
publish some of the papers to establish the identity of the 
victim. Chapter 768 forbids the use of trading-stamps 
and similar discount schemes to draw trade. The history 
of this particular statute is interesting, for the way in 
whi hich it shows the strength of the “something-for-noth- 
ing” passion. The measure was supported chiefly by 
dealers in the country districts who complained that other 
dealers were unfairly “cornering” all the trade in their 


localities, and, rather surprisingly, by the labor organiza- 
tions, whose leaders stated that the stamp scheme led 
women to excessive and needless purchases for the sake 
of getting the trading-stamps. 








JUDICIAL CONSTRUCTION OF THE WORDS 
“TOTAL LOSS” IN AN INSURANCE POLICY. 


Chis question, on December 4, was passed upon by 
the Court of Appeals of Kentucky in Palatine Ins. Co. v. 
Weiss. It was held that under the Act (Ky. St. 700) 
providing that fire insurance companies, “in case of total 


loss,” shall be liable for the value of the property as fixed 
in the face of the policy, there is a total loss where the 
insured building is so broken and disintegrated that it 


cannot be designated as the structure which was insured, 
though some parts of the building may remain standing, 
or where the building has been so injured by fire and 
water that it is unsafe, and has to be torn down. 

his identical question has been considered in numer- 
ous adjudicated cases by the courts of other States in 
construing statutes similar, if not identical. In Insur- 
ance Co. v. McIntyre (Tex. Sup.), 37 S. W. 1068, 35 L. 
X. A. 672, after reviewing all of the authorities, English 
and American, up to that date, the Supreme Court of 
Texas, through Judge Durman, summarized its conclu- 
sions in these words: “We are of the opinion that there 
can be no total loss of a building so long as the remnant 
of the structure standing is reasonably adapted for use 
as a basis upon which to restore the building to the con- 
dition in which it was before the injury. Whether it is 
so adapted depends upon the question whether a reason- 
ably prudent owner, uninsured, would, in proceeding to 
restore the building to its original condition, utilize such 
remnant as such basis.” While in the case of O’Keefe v. 
Insurance Co. (Mo. Sup.), 41 S. W. 922, 39 L. R. A. 
819, it was held that “a building that has lost its identity 
and specific character as a building, and become so far 
disintegrated that it cannot properly be designated as a 
oe although some parts of it may remain standing 
in such condition that they could be safely used for re- 
building, is a total loss, within the meaning of the statute 
requiring full payment of insurance in case of total loss.” 
In Seyk v. Insurance Co. (Wis.), 41 N. W. 443, 3 L. I 
A. 523, it was held by the Supreme Court of Wisconsin 
that “a building is entirely destroyed, within the meaning 
of the statute, so as to make the amount stated in the 
policy the measure of damages for its loss, when all of 
the combustible material in it is destroyed, although por- 
tions of the brick walls are left standing, but are useless

as walls.” To the same effect are the following deci- 
sions: Oshkosh Packing & Provision Co. v. Mercantile 
Ins. Co, (C. C.) 31 Fed. 200; Insurance Co. v. Eddy, 36 
Neb. 461, 54 N. W. 856, 19 L. R. A: 707; Insurance Co. 


v. Bachler, 44 Neb. 549, 62 N. W. 511; 
Garlington, 66 Tex. 103, 18 S. W. 337, 59 Am. Rep. 613; 
Huck v. Insurance Co., 127 Mass. 306, 34 Am. Rep. 373; 
Williams v. Insurance Co. 54 Cal. 450. It is unnecessary 
to multiply citations from authorities bearing upon this 
question. It is the opinion of the court that the words 
“total when applied to a building, do not mean 
that the materials of which the building was composed 
were all totally destroyed and obliterated. It is not neces- 
sary that all of the parts and materials composing the 
building should be absolutely and physically destroyed, 
but the inquiry always is, Does the insured building, 
after the fire, still exist, preserving substantially its iden- 
tity, or has it become so broken and disintegrated that 
it cannot be designated as the structure which was in- 
sured? There may be a total loss, within the meaning 
of the statute, even though some parts of the building 
may remain standing after the fire. See Wood, Ins. 
§107; May, Ins. §420a; Ostr. Ins. (2d Ed.) $610; Bid 
Ins. §1375; Joyce, Ins. §§3025, 3030; Beach, Ins. §890;

RIGHT TO A TRADEMARK IN FAMILY NAMES 


Two brothers by the name of Nolan were engaged 
for ten years in carrying on a wholesale shoe business 
in the city of San Francisco under the name of “Nolan 
Bros.”” One sold his interest in the business to the other, 
and that brother (W. H. Nolan) shortly thereafter closed 
out the wholesale business and opened up a retail shoe 
business at another point in the city under the name of 
“W. H. Nolan & Co., successor to Nolan Bros.” A third 
brother, P. F. Nolan, had been engaged in the retail s 
business in the city of San Francisco for twenty-two 
years, some of this time in company with J. C. Nolan, a 
brother, and some of the time joined with one or more 
of his sons. In the year 1895, and shortly after the 
defendant, W. H. Nolan, had launched his retail shoe 
business upon the world, P. F. Nolan placed his business 
into a corporation under the name of “Nolan Bros.’ Shoe 
Company,” and thereupon that company brought this 
action to restrain defendant in the conduct of his busi 


ness from using the trade name, “Nolan Bros.” The 
action was based upon the claim that such use is an - 


fringement upon the rights of plaintiff to the use of th 


name of Nolan Bros.

An efficacious remedy to 





Pension Commissioner Evans has inaugurated a new 
and more vigorous warfare on the pension attorneys. 
The business of obtaining fraudulent pensions has entered 
on a new phase, an organization into trusts or pools. 

The advantages attained by such combinations are 
many and various. The “trust,” for example, retained a 
number of negroes at small salaries to act as bogus claim- 
ants. In this case the item of wages was much lessened, 
for the claimants were in the employ of no single attor- 
ney, but of the whole combination, which was able to 
get along with fewer emplovees than would have been 
the case if they were practicing their profession indi- 
vidually. 

The next step was to search the local cemeteries and 
examine the gravestones, noting the names of deceased 
soldiers, with such other information as the headstones 
might give about their ages, the names of their widows 
and similar items. A great saving of time and labor 
was effected by having this done by one or two employees 
of the trust. : 

[he next step was to look up the soldiers thus cata- 
logued and ‘find whether or not a claim for pension had 
ever been filed umes or in the names of their 
widows. Ifa claim had been filed the case was dropped. 
If not, a female member of the staff of negroes was 
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made to personate the widow of the dead soldier and ap- 
ply for a pension with arrears. The male members of the 
staff personated living soldiers. Of course, these em- 
ployees made little out of the transaction. The bulk of 
the proceeds was pocketed by the attorneys, and in the 
widow cases the pickings were rich. 

In Nashville, Tenn., the pension commissioner has 
broken up a big pool and sent about twenty-five of its 
members to prison. Another combine has been discov- 
ered in Charleston, S. C., and the commissioner is now 
at work on that. 





Mrs. Nation, who is simultaneously breaking records 
and saloon fixtures in Kansas, has had forerunners. For 
in the Iowa case of Turner vs. Hitchcock (20 lowa 310) 
is told how seven women in the town of Shell Rock 
made an organized descent upon the plaintiff's saloon 
and destroyed therein ale, beer and glasses, and even 
oysters, candies, figs, etc. Subsequently, the plaintiff, 
fascinated, apparently, by the energy and daring of one 
of the seven, proposed to her and was accepted. Mar- 
riage followed. The plaintiff, having thereby reduced 
his assailants to six, plucked up courage and sued the 
six for the damage committed. The court, however, 
decided against him on the ground that when a plaintiff 
in an action against several wrongdoers marries one of 
the joint parties in the wrongful act the marriage pre 
vents suit being maintained against all the wrongdoers 
In explaining the philosophy of this decision Judge Dillon 
said, in the majority opinion: “And we cannot say that 
the satisfaction which the law implies from the marriage 
is not as valuable to the plaintiff as if Mrs. Chamberlain 
had, instead of marrying him, paid the full amount of 
the loss.” This may have satisfied the court and the six 
women, but query whether it was the same to the plain- 
tiff and his wife. 





A WORD OR TWO TO THE LAW STUDENT. 


This being the season when the student is busiest in 
our law schools, we venture—albeit unasked and entirely 
of our own motion—to address these words of advice 
te him. Whether true or not they are sincere. 

First. “Don’t be afraid to work” has been said very 
often, to which we add, “Don’t be afraid to reason.” 
Search out the underlying principle in each case; and, if 
necessary, differ from the court. It may seem a trifle 
egotistical to attempt to set up your judgment against 
that of the highest judicial tribunal, but remember that 
our reports are loaded down with decisions from supreme 
courts that embody wholly bad law. Cite them if neces- 
sary in order to win, but don’t accept everything in you: 
own mind that the court tells you as gospel. 

Second. Don’t end your studies with the law school 
Refresh your general knowledge once in a while with that 
grand writer, Blackstone. There are some of our busiest 
practitioners that make a point of reading the comment 
aries once every year. You may succeed in slipping by 
the Board of Law Examiners, but remember that that is 
not the end of all things. There are any quantity of law 
vers—and some of them, it must be admitted, apparently 
successful from a financial standpoint—whose legal at 
tainments, when discussed among other attorneys, are 
spoken of with a quiet smile. After all, the public is 


apt to take its opinion as to a man’s ability from the views 
of his colleagues. 

Third. When you write a brief, don’t, oh! don’t cite 
every possible case that was ever rendered on each point. 
We recently reviewed a brief in which the learned author 
cited twenty-seven different authorities to sustain the 
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plain and simple proposition that a trustee cannot profit 
at the expense of the estate. And not a one of the 
twenty-seven was at all analogous in facts to the case 
in which he appeared. There seems to be an idea firmly 
implanted in the minds of young attorneys and some 
old attorneys, too, for that matter, that the man who 
cites the most cases will win; but we have yet to 
who cites the most cases will win; but we have yet to 
find a judge with the patience to examine more than four 
authorities on each of the propositions embodied in the 
brief. State your propositions concisely, cite a few well- 
selected cases, don’t ramble in your argument, and leave 
the rest to the court. 


Fourth. Prepare your cases before going into court. 
How can you expect to win when you enter the court- 
room only half ready, trusting to master the other details 
as you go along? It will take an exceptionally brill- 
iant man—and exceptionally brilliant men know enough 
not to do this—for the judge not to plainly perceive your 
lack of knowledge and grow restive under it. Genius is 
said to be an infinite capacity for taking pains. No truer 
application can be made of this maxim than to the trial of 
a case. 

Fifth. Address the jury clearly and concisely. The 
days of a Daniel Webster have gone by. We do not 
believe that you have the ability to hold a jury’s attention 
during a two hours’ speech in a promissory note case. 
You may have, but we doubt it. 


Sixth. Be respectful to the court, and the court will 
be respectful to you, is the general rule. At the same 
time, however, there are, it must be confessed, over-bear- 
ing and discourteous judges. We have in mind one 
member of the judiciary whose practice it is to treat at- 
torneys like a set of school-boys. His general demeanor 
excellently corresponds with the Chancellor’s song in 
“Tolanthe :” 7 

The law is the embodiment 

Of everything that’s excellent ; 

It has no kind of fault or flaw— 
And I, my lords, embody the law. 


If you meet such an individual, be courteous, and 
more courteous, and yet more courteous; but at the same 
time be firm and decided. If necessary, risk contempt 
proceedings. You may forfeit a few dollars, but it will 
be better for you to preserve your self-respect. Do not 
begin an altercation upon slight and insufficient grounds. 
Let such an individual go right ahead. It is quite safe 
to assume that he will, before the trial is finished, place 
hin self in such a position as to give you good reason 
either to insist upon your rights—in which case do not 
allow the fact that he is a judge to daunt you in the least 
—or else to have nis lan-uage carefully noted, both on the 
record, and (for we have heard of judges requiring court 
nographers to submit their records to them before 
giving copies to attorneys), by individuals present in 
court—and then appeal. 

It is not our intention to write a work on legal ethics, 
and hence we shall stop here, trusting that the foregoing 
possibly prove of interest to some of the coming 
generation of attorneys.

Governor Pingree, of Michigan, is at present engaged 
in a most charming controversy with the courts.

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A WELL-KNOWN LAWYER HONORED. 


On the evening of January 24 a dinner was tendered 
to Walter S. Carter, senior member of the well-known 
New York firm of Carter, Hughes & Dwight, at the 
University Club, by more than sixty lawyers from all 
over the country, his present or former associates. It 
is doubtful if a more striking testimonial of gratitude 
and affection has ever been given to an individual in 
private life. The constant and kindly interest that Mr. 
Carter has manifested towards the young attorney has 
secured to him a firm place in the affections of the New 
York bar. 

Paul D. Cravath presiding opened the post-prandial 
proceedings with the following remarks: 

This gathering means that if Mr. Carter has had more part- 
ners than any lawyer in New York, none has as many friends, 
for to have been Mr. Carter’s associate in any capacity is to 
have become his friend. Most of us who were fortunate enough 
to come under Mr. Carter's influence at the beginning of our

professional cancers owe more than we can tell to his influence. 
I imagine that the course of the lives of most of us, 
certainly on the professional side, has been influenced more by 
Mr. Carter than by ary other living man. For myself I have 
no doubt that I owe it to Mr. Carter that I am not at this 
moment practicing law in Minneapolis, for in that direction 
I was certainly heading when Mr. Carter took thold of me. 
Without Mr. Carter’s encouragement and the offer of an as- 
sured income of thirty dollars a month in his office, I should 
never have dreamed of entering upon the hazards of a profes- 
sional career in New York 

Those of us who became Mr. Carter’s associates are 
but a fraction of the young men whom he has helped 
by his kindly words of advice and warning—those wise 
counsels which have come to be counted as the gospel 
for young lawyers. It has been Mr. Carter’s confidence 
in young men that has given so many of them confidence in 
themselves. Mr. Carter has a peculiar skill in not only 
finding out the good in the young men with whom he 
comes in contact, but in helping them find it out for themselves, 
So well established is Mr. Carter’s reputation for wisdom in this 
regard that the young lawyer from Harvard or Columbia feels 
that his professional career is made if Mr. Carter advises him 





to stay in New York, while the man whom Mr. Carter banishes 


to Chicago or Oshkosh goes meekly but confidently to his ban- 
ishment. 


Mr. Carter, as you know, has been engaged for many years 
in collecting the hundred best etchings. I have no doubt that 
he began by getting the one best etching and building his col- 
lection up to it. This principle which he has applied to this fad 
of his latter years he applied more than a quarter of a century 
ago to his more interesting fad of collecting lawyers, for he be- 
gan by getting Mr. Hornblower, and his effort ever since has 
been to bring his constantly increasing collection of lawyers up 
to the almost impossible standard thus established at the out- 
set. Mr. Carter may be a connoisseur of etchings, but the man 
who discovered Mr. Hornblower and the rest of you is entitleg 
to the prouder title of connoisseur of men. 


Eloquent as Mr. Hornblower may be, he cannot, I am sure, 
adequately express the gratitude and affection with which we 
come here to-night to do Mr. Carter honor. 


William B. Hornblower then proposed the health of 
Mr. Carter in the following eloquent address: 


This is certainly a unique occasion. The gathering together 
of so many men who have established, to a greater or less 
extent, a position for themselves at the bar to do honor to one 
with whom they were formerly or are still associated, and to 
wish him godspeed for the remainder of his days, is certainly 
an unusual event. 

Mr. Carter has always modestly disclaimed for himself great 
legal learning. For more than thirty years, I believe, he has 
declined to appear in Court as an advocate. Yet, on the prin- 
ciple of qui facit per alium facit per se, he has probably argued 
more cases of importance during the past thirty years than 
most living lawyers. He has put forward his junior partners, 
his managing clerks and his assistants in the office and has thus 
given them opportunities for becoming known to the bench and 
the bar. He has never grudged them the reputation which 
such opportunities have brought to them. On the contrary, he 
has always welcomed any reputation which his juniors may 
have acquired by conscientious and careful work in the Courts, 
has always insisted upon their receiving personal credit for 
such work, and has, | verily believe, derived more satisfaction 
therefrom than if he had himself received the credit. His in- 
terest in young men is known throughout the land. His office 
has been the Mecca of aspiring young jurists from the law 
schools, and no one, I believe, has ever been turned away from 
his door without words of kindly advice and encouragement. 


Mr. Carter has been wise enough to acquire the habit of 
riding hobbies for amusement. I do not recall who it is who 
has said that a man without a hobby was laying up for 
himself a miserable old age. Mr. Carter has certainly the 
prospect of comfortable old age, so far as this aid to comfort 
is concerned. I do not know what present hobby he may be 
riding, but when-I was with him the records of ocean grey- 
hounds or Methodist Bishops or famous etchers were all equally 
at his finger ends, and the editor of the Tribune Almanac stood 
in great fear of Mr. Carter's searching eyeglasses when it came 
to a question of the initials of any of our statesmen or jurists. 


Mr. Carter has, in my opinion, always done himself grave 
injustice in insisting that he was not much of a lawyer, or, to 
put it in his own way, that he was not a lawyer. I think he 
is a lawyer, and that if he had stuck to the forum instead of 
retiring to his desk, he would have been a formidable antagon- 
ist, and a man of note at the bar. What he has modestly called 
his “guesses” in the solution of legal conundrums, have really 
been the sound judgment of a lawyer of experience and keen 
legal acumen. It is certainly most unusual that a lawyer 
should underestimate himself. This, however, has been, in my 
opinion, the exact state of the case with Mr. Carter 


We gather to-night, my brethren, around our friend as the 
shadows of age are beginning to fall wpon him, with a long 
life of joy and sorrow behind him, and we beg to assure him of 
our regard and esteem, and to wish him many years of health. 
happiness and prosperity ere he shall be gathered to his 
fathers. 


It is much to have lived in this world of turmoil and strug- 
gle for nearly seventy years, but to have lived so as to gather 
about him as his loyal friends so large a circle as we see here 
to-night around this board, is far more than falls to the lot of 
an ordinary man. He may well say in the language of 
Shakespeare: 

“T count myself in nothing else so happy 
As in a soul remembering my good friends.” 


And we may apply to him the words of Tennyson, as one 
“who wears his manhood hale and green.”’ Once more, then, 
I say, and I call upon you to rise and drink to the toast— 
Many years more of life, health and prosperity to our old- 
time friend, Walter S. Carter! 


In response Mr. Carter said: 


[Before commencing my formal response to the addresses 
of the Chairman and of Mr. Hornblower, I desire to express 4 
sorrow, which doubtless you all share with me, that some who 
were of this goodly company have not answered at roll-call. 
Frederick W. Pitkin, Everett P. Freeman, L. M. Soper, Her- 
bert A. Kingsbury, Charles Parsons, Jr.; Frank W. Tucker 
and Thomas C. Jenks have appeared before a tribunal not 
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of earth, and are of the ever-increasing number of those 
whom “I have loved long since and lost awhile.’’] 
Mr. Cnairman and Gentlemen: 

I saw in a newspaper the other day an account of a man 
who was haled into court, because “he thought he was a battle- 
ship.” Beware, I bid you here and now, that you do not place 
me in similar peril. 

You have paid me a great compliment, the greatest of my 
life, one of the greatest ever paid to any man in private sta- 
tion’ and in proportion to the compliment shall be the sin- 
cerity and warmth of my thanks. I don’t feel you owe me 
very much; I’m sure I owe you a great deal; I paid you small 
salaries—many of you were glad to come without any salary 
at all—while I charged full prices for your work, which our 
knowing they had been well served, gladly paid. I 
am not conscious of having done more than I ought to have 
done, and why I should be singled out for this high honor I 
certainly do not know. I am sure you accord to me too much 
praise, for in whatever I have done I have not forgotten my- 
self. I want the best, and I know very well that those who, 
in the greatest competition they will eWer undergo—that of col- 
lege and law school—come out at the head, are likely to stay at 
the head all the long life-race through. A young lawyer gener- 
ally succeeds or fails the first two or three years of his prac- 
tice; and so, if any one is ever going to do anything for him, 
then is the time. And, oh, I have such a sympathy for a 
young lawyer; | never was a young minister or a young doc- 
tor, so I cannot so thoroughly sympathize with them. Mem- 
ory goes back now a half-century to the time when I set out 
to become a lawyer; educated in a district school, at a cost of 
forty cents, I afterward attended a “select’’ school, at an ex- 
pense of not over $25 more; I taught school and “boarded 
around;” I did clerical work, I wrote for newspapers, I was 
ready to do almost anything, only that I might get a legal 
education. Can it be any wonder then, when I came to a 
position so I could, that I should feel like helping those 
who were struggling then as [ had once? And, oh, the in- 
expressible pathos of some of the tales that have been told me; 
were I to attempt to recount them, I should be in tears, and so 
would you. Only about three months ago, I gave a Harvard 
Law School man the names of over two hundred and fifty 
lawyers and law firms to whom he might apply. I saw him 
two weeks after; “Tramp, tramp, tramp,” the boy was march- 
ing; over one hundred and sixty had he called upon, but he had 
no place. I am glad to add that he has since found a “snug 
harbor’ in one of our large offices. Of over sixty who called 
on me in October, not one, at last accounts, had obtained any 
salaried position. Whatever it may have been permitted me to 
do for you, much or little, do you suppose it pays? Oh, yes, it 
pays, and the biggest dividend of all is the one which, by your 
kindly courtesy, I am drawing this evening. 

The world is full of men who feel they are not appreciated: 
my trouble has always been the reverse. A great many seem 
to think—and some of you are among them—that by one 
glance at a young man, I can tell what his career will be. Oh, 
foolish generation of men! I can do no such thing. I hold in 
my hand neither the ancient hazel divining-rod, which I may 
wield over the head of a young man, and whose downward 
dip will tell whether he will make a lawyer or not, nor have I 
the modern penetrating X-ray quality, which will enable me 
to look right into a young lawyer, and ascertain whether he 
will be a success or failure, 

Well, how do you do it? Let me take you into my confi- 
dence—I am good at asking questions. When Hornblower 
came, twenty-seven years ago last fall, Major Eaton, who is 
entitled in his case to the credit of original discovery, asked 
questions, and I well recollect what their answers were. One 

f the firm of Sanford, Robinson & Woodruff, in whose office 
he was then a student, said they argued cases in the Court of 
Appeals from his briefs, without even so much as a change in 
the crossing of a “‘t’’ or the dotting of an “i.” When Kelsey 
and Bowers came, inquiries were needless—their Yale record 
had made their path a straight one. “If you were to see 
Strobel and Byrne of my class,” said a Harvard classmate of 
theirs to me, “you would never think of a Yale valedictorian 
again;’’ and so, to be on the safe side, I took not only the two 
Yale men, but Byrne too; who, with Murphy, came to be 
nown as the “Big Four.” Strobel eluded me to become a

clients, 


diplomat and a law professor. Fifteen years ago, my powers 
4S a questioner were at their height. ‘Who is the best man in 
th Columbia Law School?” I inquired of a prize tutor. “I 


nk Paul D. Cravath, of the junior class is,” was the reply; 
nd that is the way, Mr. Chairman, you came. Kenneson, 
was an exception to the rule about questions. He brought 
and stronger credentials, from President Eliot, Dean 
angdell, and others, than any man who ever came here; but 
the} did not get him a place and he was on his way home 
When he called. I am glad of that call, for it gave me an 
Opportunity to make the only speech I have ever made that 
as entirely suited me; one I have sometimes ‘‘admitted” my 
distinguished namesake never surpassed. Here it is: “Mr. 
Kenneson, I am very sorry I have no place for you, but I am 
very glad I can make one; there is a vacant desk out there 
which you can occupy, and your salary begins to-day.” I 
recollect the question-bureau was at its busiest when Warfield 
came. Distinguished at Princeton, he had studied at Oxford 
and promised to become a lawyer worthy of his great Ken- 
tucky name; but he has chosen to become a university presi- 
dent, a trainer of young men for the law, instead of a prac- 
titi ner of the law. I distinctly remember a comment, fifteen 
years ago, upon Houston; everyone said Harvard Law School 





had made a great mistake in permitting him to leave; but it 
can well be said that what was Harvard’s loss is Columbia’s 
gain. About twenty years ago I was said to have a great 
weakness for Yale high-stand men, and so I thought I'd 
have one in my own family. The result was disastrous, and 
sore was my disappointment. “I should think you ought to 
have kept up with ————————_,,” I said to my son reproach- 
fully. “‘Oh, no,” was the reply, “I never expected to keep up 
with him; his father is a very able man.” 

Reviewing the history of the past, I find that of the eighty- 
eight who have been around me, first and last, all but five 
began by entering our employ. I thought the best way to get 
a good lawyer was to make him to order, instead of getting 
him ready-made. Of the seventeen who have been in the firm 
during the last quarter of a century, only one has ever had 
an hour's experience in any office but our own. Over three- 
quarters of the total number have entered our office since 1881. 

Were I to judge what value any service of mine has been 
to the profession, I should say that it may have been per- 
mitted me to test, perhaps as thoroughly as any one ever has, 
the question what a young lawyer is good for. With a single 
exception, of those who have been associated with me in part- 
nership relation, during the past twenty-five years, not one of 


them had been born when I commenced law study, and only 
two or three when I entered practice. The work Horn- 
blow did in our office, which included some of the heaviest 


litigation in which he has ever engaged, was done before he 
was thirty-six, and much of it before he was twenty-six. He 


had en only six years at the bar when his masterly man- 
agement of an important matter before Grover Cleveland, 
as ! ree, resulted ten years later in his being paid a greater 
compliment than any American lawyer of his age in half a 
century. Kelsey, at thirty, was at the head of one of the 
largest financial institutions in the country, while Bowers, at 
the ime age, was general counsel of a railroad company 
whose litigation extends into eleven States and four Federal 
Circuits. Our own work, for the last nine years, has been 
done by men no one of whom is now over thirty-eight. There 
may be other instances as notable; but if there are, I simply do 


not know where to look for them. 

A tree is known by its fruit, a law school by its graduates; 
and, judged by this rule, how should this School of Applied 
Law be known? So far as ancestry is concerned, there are 
among you descendants of the immortal Elder of the May- 
flower; of Bradford, the great civil leader; of the Winthrops, 
father and son, Governors of the Colonies of Massachusetts 
and Connecticut; and how many others, I know not. One 
is descended from a Signer of the Declaration; others from 
those who have sat in the House of Lords and rest among 
the mighty dead of Westminster Abbey; one is a grandson of 
a justice of the Supreme Court, and another of an attorney- 
general of the United States, while two are grandsons of 
chief-justices of States; one’s father was a representative and 
senator in Congress, German Ambassador and candidate for 
Vice-President; one is a son of a governor who was after- 
ward a judge of the Supreme Court of the State; another’s 
father was judge of a State court, Secretary of War, Attor- 
ney-General and Minister to Austria and Russia. Your the- 
ology must be orthodox, for one is descended from Jonathan 
Edwards, and ten are sons of ministers, one a Methodist 


bishoy If any one says ministers’ sons don’t turn out well, 
let him look at Hornblower, Cravath, Gulliver, Murphy, Storrs, 
Hughes, Zaring, Fowler, Thompson and R. E. Dwight and be 


put to utter confusion.

or helpful assistance who was turned away with- 

rt on his part to make the pathway of him who 
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sought his aid a little easier. It is a rare trait in this great, 
busy, bustling city, to find a busy, bustling man always with 
time enough to say a kind and helpful word to less favored 
ones. This tendency has grown to be a part of his life and a 
distinguishing feature of his character, and we all honor him 
for it. 

The evening of the life of such a man must be peaceful and 
happy. I count it a privilege to join with you in making my 
acknowledgment to him for the kind interest and thought that 
sent me West. That was the occasion of my meeting the little 
woman who has made my life so happy and that finally 
brought me to the great city that I love, as we all do, and so 
I would lay at his feet such of my wreaths (if any I have) 
that may seem least unworthy. 

Mr. George M. Trenholm, of the law firm of Tren- 
holm, Rhet, Miller & Whaley, of Charleston, South 
Carolina, one of the invited guests, in response to the in- 
vitation of the distinguished Chairman, “that South 
Carolina be heard from,” called attention to the fact that 
the former associate and partner of Mr. Carter, had, dur- 
ing “our Reconstruction Period,” as he termed it, been 
Governor of the State of South Carolina. In this con- 
nection Mr. Trenholm took the opportunity to say some 
very pleasant things of ex-Governor Chamberlain, and 
also to point out some significant present political condi- 
tions in the South, portending radical changes in the 
attitude of that section to national issues and parties. 

Mr. Trenholm disclaimed any personal political prominence, 
and annnounced that his views were those of a “private in the 
ranks.’ “My especial interest,’ said he, “is the great industrial 
progress and development of the land of my birth, and the 
strong conviction of the utter impossibility of any accom- 
plishment in that direction without immediate and radical 
changes in the attitude of the Southern States to National is- 
sues and parties, and the proper encouragement and recogni- 
tion of Republican organizations in that section. 

“The Solid South,’ he continued, “as a National political or- 
ganization should file its petition in bankruptcy and become 
freed from its obligations and responsibilities. Its assets are 
worth nothing. The great business world has already passed 
judgment on values. Its self-worn stock in trade is worth 
nothing. There is no value. There is no merit or worth there- 
fore in its perpetuation. Its existence to-day is a serious men- 
ace to all capital seeking investment in that section. No 
blame can be attached to the prudent investor for his hesi- 
tation to lay out his money when there exists the glaring po- 
litical anomaly of a single political party, with power to de- 
stroy at will. 

It is unnecessary to point out the vital relations of a healthy 
political progress to the industrial development. The accom- 
plishment of the one means and depends on the existence of 
the other. 

The glaring inconsistency is the recognized alliance, so- 
cially and commercially by the South with the great centres of 
the North and West, while politically it is a case of “daggers 
points.” 

In reference to the negro problem, Mr. Trenholm said that 
his people had shipped that “‘wood-pile”’ to this region, and that 
was a tter for the North to deal with. He pointed out that 
since the adoption of the Constitutional provisions of the State 
ef Massachusetts, relating to the suffrage into the organic law 
of the State of South Carolina, the colored man in his own 
phrase had been unable to “specify.”” Upon his application to 
register he has been unable to interpret the provisions of the 
State Constitution, which are submitted to him. Very few of 
the race own sufiicient property to bring themselves within 
the property qualifications. Under these conditons he is no 
longer a political element, but at the same time he is a hap- 
pier, thriftier and better man. He is entitled, however, to 
what may be termed his real rights and dues through the 
repeal of all legislation, and a change in all Federal Constitu- 
tional provisions, which have heretofore induced him to think 
of the existence back of some great mysterious power, 
permitting and encouraging him to encroach in social and com- 
mercial matters upon the position which naturally and from 
every point of view it is impossible for him to occupy. The 
evil effects, annoyances and embarrassments of this encroach- 
ment is all which constitutes what is termed “The Negro 
Problem.” 

Mr. Trenholm then urged that if these encroachments were 
under control in the South, and in fact no negro problem ex- 
isted for settlement from a political point of view, that the time 
had certainly come for the thoughtful, conservative business 
element of that section to stand shoulder to shoulder with his 
business neighbor in the North, East and West, and to exercise 
his best judgment in the selection of who was his best neigh- 
bor, so far as concerned party affiliation. 

Mr. Trenholm thought that there was no sentiment in the 
perpetuation of that political structure known as “The Solid 
South.” He continued that that organization was an alliance 
of defense: 

First—On account of the common local conditions arising 
from the ignorant negro vote. Second—As a protection to out- 
side interference in these loca] matters. Third—In antagonism 
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to the Republican party, who sanctioned and upheld Federal 
interference in these local matters. 

The important thought, he pointed out, and the answer to 
any inquiry of this character is that none of these conditions 
to-day exist, and no longer existing the old structure of “The 
Solid South” is simply out of date. 

Mr. Trenholm concluded by saying that the upshot of the 
whole matter was that while prominent men are to-day urgin 
the reorganization of the Democratic party, it was indeed time 
for the vast business interests of the South to do some thinkin; 
for themselves and make their own arrangements and exe: 
their own influences in support of that party which least en 
croaches upon its prosperity, contentment and happiness. 

Ex-Judge Stevenson Burke, of Cleveland, then said: 
Mr. President and Gentlemen: 

I am most happy to be with you to-night to do honor to a 
most worthy gentleman, whom it has been my good fortune 
know for many years. It was also the good fortune of a client 
of mine, many years ago, involved in the failure of a large 
manufacturing house here, that the chief control and manage- 
ment of the business was entrusted to Mr. Carter, whom 
have met here to-night to honor. In the transaction of t 
business referred to I had many interviews with him, and at 
last, the whole business through his successful and just man- 
agement was concluded, to the entire satisfaction of all partie 
in interest. Ever since that transaction, Mr. Carter has had 
warm place in my heart. I came here to-night to eat, and t 
drink, and to be merry with you and him, and to honor Mr. 
Carter with you—to listen to the very eloquent addresses of 
the distinguished members of the bar long associated with Mr. 
Carter, and to listen to the very interesting reminiscences by 
him—to wish him many years more of usefulness and honor. 

Thanking you, gentlemen, for your kindness in giving me 
an opportunity to indorse without reserve all the good things 
said of Mr. Carter, I will bid you good-night.

TAXATION.* 


By J. Hampden Dougherty, of the New York Bar. 
(Being an address delivered before the Brooklyn In- 
stitute of Arts and Sciences, March, 1900.) 
(Concluded. ) 

There can be no doubt, I think, in the minds of those 
who have studied the tendencies of taxation in our States 
that the drift is altogether toward the complete divorce 
of State from local taxation. It is becoming generally 
recognized that State revenues are as distinct in their 
purpose from local as from national revenues, and that 
the source of State taxation should be separate from that 
of local taxation. The imposition of State license taxes 
upon corporations, of State taxes upon inheritances, the 
fees flowing into the State exchequer under the Raines 
law—all unmistakably mark the drift; and it is as definite 
in other States as in our own. Such authorities as Prof. 
Ely, formerly of Johns Hopkins and now of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, and Prof. Seligman of Columbia, 
who do not always agree, unite in urging that real estate 
and personalty also (if it is to be taxed at all) be ex- 
empted from all taxation for State purposes. “So far as 
I am able to judge,” says Prof. Ely, “this recommenda- 
tion harmonizes with the conclusions of the ablest stu- 
dents of finance, and is in keeping witha tendency 
already evident in the United States. 

“Delaware, Pennsylvania and Vermont levy no State 
tax on real estate, while Wisconsin, and other States fol- 
lowing her method of taxing railroads, either exempt real 
estate from taxation for State purposes, or contemplate 
such action in the near future.” Ex-Comptroller Rob- 
erts, in his last report, advocates the abolition of a State 
ax upon real and personal estate, and the raising of the 
State’s revenue “from what we have come to call indirect 
sources, 1. e., from sources other than the general prop- 
erty tax.” And Mr. Horace White, a recognized author- 
ity, in an introduction to a translation of Cossa’s famous 
work on taxation, says: “There is a movement going on 
to drop real estate from the list of State taxables and 
remit it wholly to the lesser political subdivisions, the 
cities, towns and counties.” 

“The first step in any reform,” says Prof. Seligman, 
“is the separation of State from local revenues. If we 
can raise the entire State revenue from some other 
sources than the general property tax, we shall accom- 
plish three great results: In the first place, the unseemly 
quarrels between the counties (as to equalizing assess- 
ments) will cease. In the second place, since the burdens 
of the farmer will be diminished by the suppression of 
the State tax on property, he will no longer feel that he 
is paying the city man’s share, and he will listen with 
greater readiness to a proposition to divide the purely 
local burdens more equitably. Third, if we raise the 
State revenues entirely through the so-called “indirect” 
taxes on personalty in the shape of corporation taxes, in- 
heritance taxes and taxes on other forms of securities, 
it will be a far simpler task to bring about an adjustment 
of local revenues on the basis not of a general property 
tax, but of a tax on real estate, together with a few spe- 
cific taxes on the elements of taxable ability neglected by 
the State law.” 

“The ultimate form which taxation in America is to 
assume is already discernible. National revenue in the 
future, as to a great extent in the past, will be. derived 
from a well-considered system of indirect taxes, possibly 
supplemented at intervals by some form of a direct land

or income tax. (This was written before the Income 
Tax decisions.) State revenues will be derived almost 
exclusively from corporation taxes and inheritance taxes, 
while real estate will be relegated to the local subdivi- 
sions.” (‘Progressive Taxation.” ) 

It is unnecessary to multiply citations to support this 
proposition. An immense gain would accrue to the cause 
of tax reform if all occasion for equalizing assessments 
between counties should be abolished. The board cre- 
ated for this purpose has, as it concedes, an impossible 
task to perform. If one-half of the State’s revenue can 
be raised from other sources than the general property 
tax, why should not the whole of it be derived in the 
same manner? 

The paramount importance of the complete divorce 
of State and local taxation impressed the Joint Commit- 
tee on Taxation, appointed last year by the Legislature 
upon the Governor’s recommendation. Its report, urg- 
ing a mortgage tax of five mills, has been the theme of 
wide discussion. The committee say in their report: 

“The most deep-seated and ancient grievance in our 
system of taxation is the result of the so-called equaliza- 
tion of the assessed valuations of real property between 
the several counties of the State. The large concentra- 
tion of wealth in the County of New York and in other 
great urban counties, has impelled the State Board of 
Equalization from year to year to reduce the assessed 
valuations of the rural counties and increase those of the 
richer and more populous ones. This course has seemed 
just to the rural communities, but has been borne with 
great reluctance by the others, and it is safe to say that 
there is scarcely a taxpayer in the city of New York who 
does not feel that as a result of this equalization he has 
most grossly suffered.” For this and other reasons the 
committee affirmed its belief, as a fundamental princi- 
ple of government, that a political entity—in this case 
the State—should have an independent jurisdiction into 
which it alone may go, and from which it may realize 
sufficient revenue for its support. 

Actuated by this belief, the committee sought to find 
a source from which, with the present State revenue from 
corporations, inheritances, etc., the State could supply 
its own requirements without any general property tax. 
In order to obtain sufficient money for its needs, the 
State has for some years collected, by means of the gen- 
eral property tax, a sum ranging from $10,000,000 to 
$13,000,000. It is comparatively easy to inveigh against 
the general property tax, but the far more difficult thing 
to do is to find a source of revenue to take its place—that 
is, to find some legitimate taxable subject or subjects 
which, with corporation, inheritance and liquor taxes, 
will net annually to the State exchequer, say $22,000,000 
or $23,000,000. The committee deemed it impracticable 
to get all this sum from indirect sources; for, if the pres- 
ent revenue from license, inheritance and similar taxes 
(now about $10,000,000) could be doubled they would 
not supply it, and the returns from these sources could 
not at present be doubled, nor is there any hope of estab- 
lishing a State income tax. 

Of the $13,000,000 now levied by means of the State 
general property tax, $1,000,000 comes from personal 
property and about $12,000,000 from real estate. To re- 
move this tax from real estate would liberate real estate 
from a burden of $12,000,000, and dispense with the glar- 
ing inequalities of so-called equalization. The commit- 
tee could discover no plan for producing this revenue but 
a five-mill tax on mortgages, which careful estimates of 
the value of real estate and of the amount of mortgages 
through the State seemed to show would realize about 
$12,000,000 of this sum. The deficit of about $3,000, 


000 the committee proposed to raise by a tax of I pef 
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cent. upon the stock of national banks, State banks and 
trust companies. As a concomitant of these new taxes, 
mortgages were to be exempted from all local taxes, and 
shareholders in banks and trust companies were not to be 
taxed for local purposes. 

The bill which the committee drafted has aroused 
public attention as no other tax measure (excepting the 
Ford Franchise bill) has done for years. Its proposals 
have found many opponents and many advocates. It was 
instantly assailed by real estate owners who have to bor- 
row money, and by savings banks, which lend upon real 
security, the land owner complaining that the mortgage 
tax would, under the inevitable operation of economical 
laws, be shifted from the mortgagee to the mortgagor, 
and the savings banks, quite inconsistently with this rea- 
soning, arguing that the imposition of the tax would re- 
duce the net interest upon their mortgage securities, and 
thus lower the rate they could afford to pay depositors ; 
that a reduction of the rate of interest upon deposits 
would lead to the withdrawal of the deposits of the poor 
and the investment of their little savings in more haz- 
ardous securities. The experience of California, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts and Michigan, and the views of such 
distinguished economists as Prof. Ely, of Johns Hopkins, 
and Prof. Carl Plehn, of California, have been cited to 
show that the land owner and not the mortgagee would 
pay the tax, and this line of argument has been re- 
inforced by the general employment by mortgagees, since 
the introduction of the bill, of clauses in mortgages re- 
quiring the mortgagor to pay the tax or making the mort- 
gage instantly due and payable, upon the enactment of 
such a law. 

In support of the bill it is argued that mortgages at 
the present time are legally subject to taxation for State 
and local purposes, that although many of them elude the 
tax collector, they are in this locality liable to a tax of 
nearly two and one-half per cent., and that the fear of 
taxation, the chance that the tax gatherer will discover 
the mortgagee, tends to keep the rate of interest about 
ne-half per cent. higher than it would be if mortgages 
were exempt. Such was substantially the testimony of 
several savings bank presidents and real estate experts 
before the committee. The proposed tax of five mills 
would therefore merely take the place of the present risk 
premiums, and there would be no change in the rate of 
interest. It is also argued with great force that even if 
the imposition of the tax would have a slight tendency to 
raise the rate of interest upon borrowers, this would be

(he bill was drawn under the guidance of Prof.

At this time one cannot forecast the outcome. 
Whether the bill in some modified form will become a 
law cannot be predicted. Recent advices from Albany in- 
dicate that :« has undergone considerable modification. 
The measure st:!] imposes the five-mill tax on mortgages 
and the one per cent. tax on banks and trust companies, 
but it is hinted that powerful interests have dictated 
amendments and exemptions of a radical character. 
Whatever may be the merits or defects of the ultimate 
bill, its fundamental principle marks a step in the right 
direction toward what the best students of tax reform 
have long regarded as a desideratum, viz.: the absolute 
separation of the sources of State and local revenues. It 
would result in the abolition of the State Board of Equal- 
ization, and the unjust and burdensome inequalities of 
the present system of assessments of land for State pur- 
poses. It would then cease to be material whether one 
valued its land differently from another, for each 
county would alone be concerned in its own valuations. 
Again, each owner of real estate would be the gainer by 
the abolition of the State tax upon land, for land would 
be relieved of a present annual burden of between $11,- 
000,000 and $12,000,000, and this would be a full equiv- 
alent for any possible rise of interest. And lastly, each 
locality, being no longer obliged to maintain the general 
property tax for State purposes, would be free to adopt 
such system of taxation for its local requirements as it 
might wish. In this city, for example, where it is a no- 
torious fact that the burden of personal taxation falls

upon owners of tangible personal property and upon 
a few estates, and where, by a very slight increase in the 
local rate, all taxes might be raised upon real estate, we

should be at liberty to devise a system making real estate

Nations have not 
hesitated to make the vices of their people sources of 
revenu Rome at one time received large sums from 
the regulation of prostitution. But it is perfectly clear 
that without any offense to the ethical sense of the com- 
munity, more revenue could be got from inheritance taxes 
by a slight and just modification of the transfer tax law. 
\ll charitable and religious corporations which receive 
testamentary gifts are free from transfer tax. Why they 
should be exempt may well be questioned. Their right to 
take by bequest is derived from the State, and while I 
am no foe to charities, I fail to see why they should not 
pay at least the same percentage as a man’s widow or 
childr for the privilege of sharing in his estate. As 


the transfer tax law stands at present, if a man give to 
his wife or his minor children $10,000 or more, the State 
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takes one per cent. of the gift; if he bequeath $10,000 to 
a hospital, a church, a college or other charitable cor- 
poration, the donee takes all. Surely one would think no 
claims more sacred than those of a man’s wife or of the 
children she had borne him. The injustice of this ex- 
emption of charitable institutions is all the more striking 
if the assertion of the present State Comptroller is to be | 
credited that “a large number of the corporations so ex- | 
empted are paying dividends to the stockholders thereof.” | 
And while I am upon this theme, let me say that our tax | 
laws need further revision in respect to this subject of 
exemption. Life insurance companies, upon the falla- 
cious assumption that their business is solely for the 
benefit of the policy holder, contribute almost nothing, ex- 
cept their taxes upon real estate, to either State or local 
revenues. ‘The tax exemption laws are intersting reading 
and demonstrate how keen and astute these companies 
have been in managing to escape their share of public 
burdens. Twelve of these great institutions, with gross 
assets said to be over $800,000,000, if they paid as other 
corporations taxed under the State law, would add $1,- 
250,000 to the State’s revenues every year. Why should 
they enjoy such singular exemptions? 

Again, the cost of collecting some of the State taxes 
is unnecessarily great, and if this were reduced, more 
net revenue would result. The State receives a revenue 
of about $2,500,000 from corporations under the corpor- 
ation tax law, at a cost for collection of a little more than 
one per ‘cent. This is a most economical tax. But the 
cost of collecting the transfer tax, which is accomplished 
through the Surrogate’s and County Treasurer’s or like 
offices in the various counties, is disproportionately great. 
Last year the State realized from this source about $2,- 
200,000. A large fraction of this came from New York 
County, where the City Comptroller performs the func- 
tions of a County Treasurer. From New York County 
the State received $1,140,000. But the cost of collecting 
this sum was $156,457.23, and the Comptroller’s fees, 
apart from all expenses, were $15,975. There is no rea- 
son why the expense of collection should not be greatly 
curtailed, and the Comptroller’s emoluments taken away 
altogether. The Comptroller’s salary is ample for all his 
official services to the community; if not, it should be 
made so, for the principle of fees to public officers in lieu 
of salaries is most pernicious. The gross total collections 
were $2,500,000, and the cost to the State over $300,000; 
hence the net result is $2,200,000. This cost is excessive. 
It is 12 per cent. of the gross amount and 14 per cent. of 
the net return. 








Reform in taxation can never be achieved without 
vigilance in keeping down unwise and unnecessary ex- 
penditure. Unhappily, extravagance prevails in the State 
as in the city. The great executive and administrative 
departments of the State are in the main economically 
managed, but the expense of legislative commissions is 
too often an unprofitable and unconscionable waste of the 
people’s money. 

In one of his books, Prof. Seligman has a chapter 
upon the reports which, during the last two decades, 
have been made to State Legislatures upon the subject of 
taxation. One of the best of these reports was made to 
the Legislature of New York in 1872 by the commission 
of which Mr. Wells was chief. His vigorous and lucid 
demonstration of the futility of our attempts to tax in- 
tangible personalty has as yet borne little practical fruit. 
Committee after committee of the Legislature has issued 
reports since 1879, but what has been accomplished? But 
the expense of these commissions has been enormous— 
probably $50,000. 


The Lexow investigation of the Police Department of 





New York city cost the State nearly $90,000; the Broad- 


way railroad steal investigation cost nearly $50,000; the 
sugar trust investigation about $17,000; the Mazet Com- 
mittee has already cost the State nearly $30,000, and the 
bills are not yet all in. Numerous projects for commis- 
sions have been hatched during the present session. 
About ten years ago we had an investigation of the 
Brooklyn ring, which cost the State over $26,000. Some 
few years ago a legislative committee met across the 
river, and at a large outlay of money took voluminous 
evidence regarding trusts. The outcome was an anti- 
trust law, which broke down at the very first assault 
upon it. The grand total of the various investigations 
which have been instituted in the last twenty years is 
nearly $1,000,000. And how profitless most of them have 
been to the community! How many lawyers have got 
large fees through these numerous inquiries? Right here 
it seems proper to comment upon the lack of public spirit 
exhibited by lawyers who make claims upon the State or 
city treasury for so-called public service. ' One would 
think that occasionally there might be found a lawyer of 
eminence with civic spirit enough to serve his State or 
city for the honor of the thing, who should count himself 
abundantly compensated by the opportunity to redress a 
public wrong or confer a public benefit. Shades of Don 
Quixote! are there no knights of chivalry left in this 
learned profession? A halt must be called upon such in- 
quiries unless the State is to plunge headlong toward 
bankruptcy. If gentlemen of the law, who, if true to the 
great traditions of the bar, would be in the van of all 
great reform movements, think more of fees than of the 
duties of citizenship or the public weal, is it any wonder 
that so many schemes are hatching to loot the treasuries 
of our States and cities? The decline of the influence 
which the bar should exert on behalf of pure admin- 
istration cannot but be accompanied by a decay of public 
morals and by the danger of such raids upon the public 
treasury as Comptroller Coler warns us are now taking 
place under the form and protection of law. It is a wise 
saying of the historian, Henry Hallam, “that the sting 
of taxation is wastefulness, but it is difficult to name a 
limit beyond which taxes will not be borne without im- 
patience when faithfully applied.’ Our present tyran- 
nical city rulers would do well to lay this observation to 
heart; for, stung by their wastefulness, a patient com- 
munity may rise in revolt, as earlier freemen have done, 
and confound its oppressors in its righteous anger. 

After local and State revenues have been separated 
there remains for solution the problem, how best to raise 
our local revenues. The exactions of the State are 
trifling in comparison with the necessary expenditures of 
the municipality. The State Government costs its people 
$22,000,000 a year, but the city of New York costs the 
inhabitants of this metropolis nearly $100,000,000 an- 
nually, or about one-fourth of the entire annual expenses 
of the United States Government. And Comptroller Coler 
has recently informed us that the yearly expense of main- 
taining the Greater New York is larger by about $17,- 
000,000 than the aggregate expenses of the consolidated 
communities. Last year the tax rate was almost two and 
one-half per cent.; it is asserted by the Comptroller that 
this year it may be three. 

In the days of Demosthenes the annual tax in Athens 
was only one-fifth of one per cent., a tax lower than 
the present State tax of two and one-half mills. While 
the money of the taxpayer is lavished in a most wicked 
and wanton manner in the great city of New York, it 
cannot be denied that great urban expenditure is tlie 
correlative of municipal progress. There is no political 
organism more highly developed than the modern city, 
with its governmental institutions, its various executive 
offices, its streets, water, fire and educational depart- 
ments. 
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If it justly cost about one-half of the ordinary income 
of the inhabitants to run the city, how is the money to be 
raised? It has always been collected by taxes upon real 
and personal property. Are we to continue to collect 
in the same antiquated way by taxing personal property ? 

We are told by M. Savigny that about the epoch of 
her great conquests Rome levied a capitation tax in her 
subject provinces, but by degrees various persons and 
classes were exempted from this tax. One edict ex- 
empts painters. In Syria all under twelve or fourteen, 
or over sixty-five, were exempted; at a later period all 
under twenty and all unmarried females; still later, all 
under twenty-five, widows, nuns, soldiers, veterans and 
clerics; afterward towns and whole dioceses. Such a tax, 
ridiculous as it seems, was more sensible and more hu- 
mane than our personal tax, for the Roman removed the 
burden from the widow and the child, but that is pre- 
cisely where the peculiar operation of our laws imposes 
the heaviest load. Intangible personal property can never 
be discovered by the tax collector, unless we can revive 
the tortures of antiquity or bring the rack and the thumb 
screw again into employment. Nothing less cruel than 
the methods of a Claverhouse would enable an assessor to 
find it. Under an income tax law, enacted in England in 
1691, Romanists were taxed at rates double those im- 
posed upon Protestants. But shocking as was such in- 
justice, is it worse than, aye, as bad, even, as a law which, 
in practice, exempts dishonesty and taxes truthfulness, 
which enables the rich almost wholly to evade taxes and 
lays heavy hands on the widow and orphan? If the tax 
upon personal property survive, it is not because its in- 
justice and absurdity have not been exposed and demon- 
strated by experts, assessors, economists and other com- 
petent critics. Again and again during the last thirty 
years its inequality, immorality, stupidity, have been 
proved. It has been declared to be a tax upon ignorance 
and honesty; that no one need pay if he were not de- 
terred from evasion by a scrupulous sense of honor; that 
its defects and oppressions were too glaring to be longer 
tolerated; that a more unequal, unjust and oppressive 
system could hardly be devised. The statutes have been 
described as “old and rickety,” “passed in a bygone gen- 
eration ;” the system as a “farce and a humbug,” a “re- 
proach to the State,” “a dismal failure,” “an outrage 
upon the people, a disgrace to the civilization of the nine- 
teenth century, and worthy only of an age of mental and 
moral darkness and degradation, ‘when the only equal 
rights were those of the equal robber.’”” Hon. George 
H. Andrews, once Commissioner of Taxes in the city of 
New York, in a letter published twenty years ago, as- 
serted that to honestly assess personal property it would 
be necessary to do four things: First, to amend the Con- 
stitution of the States; second, to amend the Constitution 
of the United States; third, to amend the constitution of 
human nature; and fourth, to amend the constitution of 
things. Despite all that has been so forcibly said against 
the assessment of personal property, and despite the 
abandonment of this sort of tax by all the rest of the 
civilized world, we still adhere to it, and every few years 
some one of our States makes a ridiculous effort, by the 
enactment of severe penalties, to discover what personal 
property its citizens own, but of course fails. The sys- 
tem of “guessing” adopted by our local assessors is more 
sensible and practically more successful in reaching prop- 
erty, than the absurd and intolerable method of “listing 
bills,” or “dooming” the reluctant citizen to pay upon a 
certain assessment, as is done in enlightened Boston, and 
depriving him of all right of appeal. Outside of a few 
Persons as to whom the guess of our New York assessors 
is so low that they think it politic not to complain, and 
of the few with a nice sense of honor, the tax upon per- 





sonal property is paid, as a New Jersey commission re- 
cently reported, by the estates of decedents, widows, 
orphans, idiots and lunatics. Last year in this metropolis 
there were less than twenty-two thousand names of resi- 
dent persons upon the assessors’ books, many of them wid- 
ows and persons of small means. Twenty-two thousand 
persons out of probably a million adults. Only twenty- 
two thousand out of three and one-half millions had any 
furniture or cash or other personal property which the 
assessors could discover. The assessment of personalty 
to these twenty-two thousand souls amounted to about 
one hundred and ninety million dollars( $190,000,000). 
About twenty-six hundred estates appeared upon the as- 
sessors’ books, representing nearly $90,000,000 of prop- 
erty, or about one-half of all the personal property which 
could be found in the hands of living men. The number 
of assessed corporations corresponded closely with the 
number of estates, and represented in the neighborhood 
of $75,000,090. Five thousand eight hundred and forty- 
five non-residents’ estates and individuals had almost as 
much property here subject to assessment as the great 
corporations whose industries are conducted at our very 
doors, and whose lines of roads occupy our streets. Com- 
menting on the assessments after the books had been re- 
ceived by the Municipal Assembly from the Department 
of Taxes and Assessments, the New York Times said: 
“It is noteworthy that the name of Richard Croker does 
not appear. Neither does that of Mayor Van Wyck, nor, 
in fact, any of the other prominent city officials, many of 
whom are reputed to be men of wealth.” The Brooklyn 
lyn Eagle published a list containing the names of some 
of the persons assessed in this borough from which were 
conspicuously absent the names of leading politicians and 
men affiliated with them, all of whom are commonly con- 
sidered persons of large means. There never was an in- 
dictment more unanswerable than that against the assess- 
ment of personal property. It has been shown again and 
again to involve double, treble, multiple taxation, and to 
breed lying and perjury upon a gigantic scale, and its 
inevitable result is to banish capital from our borders. 
Why, then, do we continue such a system upon our 
statute books? The explanation is, that we in the cities 
are inextricably bound up in one integral system with the 
inhabitants of the agricultural portions of the State, 
where archaic notions about taxation still prevail. Were 
the citizens of this metropolis freed from this connection, 
as they would be by the abolition of the State general 
property tax, I believe the educated sentiment of this 
community would make a speedy end to the personal 
property tax, and that a system in consonance with the 
enlightened thought of our time would soon be developed. 

A distinct advance in taxation was made a year ago 
by the enactment, with some modifications, of what was 
known as the Ford Franchise bill. Without the aid of 
Gov. Roosevelt, this measure would never have found a 
place upon the statute book. The essential principle of 
this tax meets the cordial approval of every ally of tax 
reform. For years we gave away or permitted Boards 
of Aldermen corruptly to dispose of most valuable fran- 
chises, especially rights to maintain and operate railways 
in our streets, with no profit to the public treasury. Only 
recently has been inaugurated the system of selling these 
franchises at auction to the highest bidder. In the pe- 
culiar state of our tax laws these franchises were held 
by the courts to be free of taxation. The great merit of 
the Ford Franchise law is that it declares these franchises 
to be, what they demonstrably are, incorporeal rights in 
real estate, and therefore real estate itself. Two im- 
portant consequences follow from this statutory declara- 
tion. Being real estate, they are taxed, independently of 
the question whether their owner is a resident or non- 
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resident of the State. The second consequence is that 
it is impossible for the owner of such franchises to de- 
duct his or its debts from their value, for it is only in 
taxing personal property that our laws permit the deduc- 
tion of debts from the value of the taxable property. 
Hence it is not possible by the creation of fictitious in- 
debtedness to keep these valuable public monopclies from 
paying taxes upon their fair value. Inasmuch as fran- 
chises, whether for street railways or electric light plants 
or for steam heating or gas or waterworks, are becom- 
ing of g. + value every few years in every urban 
centre, there .: 1... reason to hope that, with a sagacious 
and vigorous administration of the law, the weight of 
taxation upon each individual citizen’s property, instead 
of augmenting, will decrease. 

It was Franklin who once wrote that nothing is cer- 
tain in this world but death and taxes. Sidney Smith 
cleverly says: “The schoolboy whips his taxed top, the 
beardless youth manages his taxed horse with a taxed 
bridle on a taxed road, and the dying Englishman, pour- 
ing his medicine, which has paid 7 per cent., into a spoon 
that has paid 15 per cent., flings himself back upon his 
chintz bed, which has paid 22 per cent., and expires in the 
arms of an apothecary, who has paid a license of a hun- 
dred pounds for the privilege of putting him to death.” 
The United States might be defined as the country where 
people pay more taxes than in any other. There is an 
old couplet which says: 

“Whoever hopes a faultless tax to see, 
Hopes what ne’er was, is not, and ne’er shall be.” 

Ideal taxation may be impossible, but so, perhaps, is 
ideal government and ideal life and environment. The 
ideal is unattainable, but we may set our eyes upon it, 
dimly as we may discern it, and travel along the road, 
solaced by the comforting assurance that we are at least 
seeking the right and true. It would seem that here in 
America, and especially in our great cities, the promise 
of reform in taxation lies first in the separation of the 
sources of State and local revenue, and in the application 
and employment, by such a political unit as the city, of 
such methods of taxation for local purposes as the best 
thought of our time can furnish, unimpeded and unhin- 
dered by the less progressive views which prevail in other 
parts of the Commonwealth, which have really no con- 
cern with the question how we raise the revenue we pro- 
pose to expend for purely local purposes. 








UNANIMITY VERDICTS. 


(A paper by Frank Wells, of Wells & Wells, Okla- 
homa City, Okla., read before the Kansas State Bar As- 
sociation at Topeka, Kan., February 1, 1901.) 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Association: 


In considering the origin of the jury system, I am 
reminded of Mark Twain weeping over the grave of 
Adam. He knew it was the true grave of Adam, because, 
in all the thousands of years since his death, no one had 
ever been able to prove that it was anywhere else. No 
such certainty is attached to the origin of the jury sys- 
tem, but it has been ascribed to various sources upon 
evidence equally conclusive. The Normans, the Saxons, 
the Gauls, the Romans, the Trojans, the Norsemen, the 
Germans and the Danes have each had the honor thrust 
upon them. Some have even maintained that it came 
from Asia through the crusades, and the fact that the 
number of petit jurors corresponds with the number of 
the Apostles has also received consideration. The in- 
vention has been imputed to Alfred the Great, “to 
whom,” says Blackstone, “on account of his having done 
much it is usual to attribute everything.” 

At an early date the jury seems to have been in- 








tended principally to protect the citizen from oppression 
by the government. Mr. Lysander Spooner, in his “Trial 
by Jury,” published in 1852, says: 

Since Magna Charta, in 1215, there has been no clearer prin- 
ciple of English or American constitutional law than that in 
criminal cases it is not only the right and duty of juries to 
judge what are the facts, what is the law, and what the moral 
intent of the accused, but that it is also their right and their 
primary duty to judge of the justice of the law, and to hold 
all laws invalid that are in their opinion unjust or oppress- 
ive, and all persons guiltless in violating or resisting the execu- 
tion of such laws. Otherwise, the Government will have 
everything its own way, and the jury will be mere puppets in 
its hands, and the trial will be in reality a trial by the Gov- 
ernment. 

It is probably unnecessary to say that this is not cited 
as being the law to-day, but as showing an ancient reason 
why juries were formerly demanded. In a political sys- 
tem where the government was over and separate from 
the people it is easy to understand how much more juries 
would be the palladium of the liberties of the people than 
in a government “of the people, by the people and for 
the people.” 

It would seem that originally verdicts of juries were 
not required to be unanimous. In Ethelred’s law we find 
this provision: 

Let doome stand where (the twelve senior) thanes are of 
one voice; if they disagree, let that stand which eight of them 
say, and let those who are there outvoted pay each other of 
them six half marks. 

How we would occasionally rejoice to apply the latter 
part of this ancient rule. 

The Canadian Law Journal says that the origin of 
the rule requiring unanimity is apparently correctly stated 
by Mr. Forsyth, Q. C., as follows: 

The jury cannot be discovered. in the form in which we 
know it prior to the reign of Henry II. The Grand Assize, a 
tribunal for the settlement of questions affecting the title to 
land, which was fully developed in the reign of that monarch, 
and the trial of criminals by invoking compurgators, seem to 
be the germs out of which our present jury system grew. In 
trials of these sorts it was necessary to obtain the agreement 
of twelve men, but not necessarily of the first twelve selected. 
Dissentients were rejected and jurors added till the necessary 
unanimity was attained. Moreover, as is well known, the early 
jurors were nothing but witnesses. From various analogies the 
number of twelve came to be looked upon as the necessary 
number of witnesses to establish the credibility of an accused 
person, or the existence of certain facts. 

A brief review of the nature of the Grand Assize and 
of compurgation makes the conclusion of Mr. Forsyth 
seem very probable. The Statute of Grand Assize or- 
dained “that in all cases in which the ownership of land, 
the rights of advowson, or the claims of vassalage came 
in question, four knights of the country should be sum- 
moned, who, joining with them twelve men, neighbors of 
those whose rights were in dispute, should hear from 
them, upon their oaths, the truth of the matter in ques- 
tion. If these twelve could not agree in the tale they 
told the knights, the minority were dismissed and others 
chosen in their stead; and this was repeated until twelve 
men were found whose tale was uniform, and then, ac- 
cording to it, judgment was given.” 

As to compurgation, Blackstone says: 

He that has waged or given security, to make his law, 
brings with him into court eleven of his neighbors: a custom 
which we find particularly described so early as in the league 
between Alfred and Gunthran the Dane; for by the old Saxon 
constitution every man’s credit in courts of law depended upon 
the opinion which his neighbors had of his veracity. The de- 
fendant, then standing at the end of the bar, is admonished 
by the judges of the nature and danger of a false oath. And 
if he still persists he is to repeat this or the like oath: “Hear 
this, ye justices, that I do not owe unto Richard Jones the sum 
of ten pounds, nor any penny thereof, in manner and form 
as the said Richard hath declared against me. So help me 
God.” And thereupon his eleven neighbors or compurgators 
shall avow upon their oaths that they believe in their con- 
sciences that he saith the truth.’ 

In the fourteenth century the rule seems to have beet 
first adopted that the original twelve must all agree to 
render a verdict. This rule of total unanimity seems to 
be peculiar to the English law. Its wisdom has often 
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been questioned, and seldom defended, except as an al- 
most universal adherence to the rule may be its defense. 

Hallam, in his “Middle Ages,” speaks of “the grand 
principle of the Saxon polity, the trial of facts by the 
country,” and expresses the hope that Englishmen may 
never swerve from that principle, “except as to that pre- 
posterous relic of barbarism, the requirement of unanim- 
ity." ste te. Boake ; 

The English Common Law Commissioners of 1831 
condemn the rule in very positive language. Bentham 
calls it “no less extraordinary than barbarous.” Judge 
Cooley says it is “repugnant to all experience of human 
conduct, passions and understanding.” 

Hon. Thomas Ewing, speaking of this rule, said: 

The day is not far distant when, if the absurd and injurious 
requirement of unanimity is adhered to, trial by jury in civil 
cases will be abandoned. I think it is the political duty of 
Amercan patriots and statesmen to free the jury system of this 
defect, and thus insure its perpetuity. It is one of the vital 
forces of popular government. The requirement of unanimity, 
a belated rule of forgotten and barbaric form of trial by wit- 
nesses, became incorporated without reason to support it in the 
English system of jury trials in civil cases, and has been 
handed down from generation to generation as though it were 
one of the jewels of our race. If it were merely useless we 
might excuse our weakness in preserving it; but, as it is also 
hurtful and tends to weaken the respect of the people for 
the jury system, it ought to be abolished. 

Mr. Justice Miller, in an article on “Trial by Juries,” 
says: 

l am, therefore, of the opinion that the system of trials by 
jury would be much more valuable, much shorn of many of 
its evils, and much more entitled to the confidence of the 
public, as well as of the legal and judicial minds of the 
country, if some number less than the whole should be author- 
ized to render a verdict. I would not myself be willing that a 
bare majority should be permitted to do this. 

In August, 1891, the majority report of a special com- 
mittee, appointed by the American Bar Association to 
report on that subject, recommended: “That the Ameri- 
can Bar Association recommend to the Bar associations 
of the States the support of such legislation, or constitu- 
tional amendments, as will provide for a verdict by three- 
fourths of the jury in civil cases.” 

In a quite recent article, Judge Caldwell says: 

If unanimity were tantamount to infallibility, there would 
be some reason for the rule, but there is no more infallibility 
in twelve men than in seven or nine. Its baneful effects on 
the jury and on the administration of justice are very great. 
The superstition should be abolished by. law. 

Let us now briefly examine some of the reasons urged 
respectively for the retention and the abolition of the 
rule. 

Age is in its favor, but age alone is not proof of 
worth. Every institution that claims the respect of the 
world should have something to commend it besides its 
age. The jury system has been for centuries considered 
a “bulwark of liberty,” and to remodel it may be thought 
by some like remodeling an old cathedral, around which 
cluster the sacred memories of centuries. But such for- 
get that one is valuable chiefly as a ruin and for the senti- 
ments that surround it, while the other is a practical thing 
lor everyday use in the twentieth century. Sentiment 
may properly control the destiny of the one, but prac- 
ticability alone should control the other. 

_ It is urged that the rule of unanimity secures full 
discussion and deliberation. As a matter of fact, nearly 
every juror has made up his mind before the jury re- 
tires. That a majority of ten or eleven will be convinced 
by a minority of one or two is highly improbable. Prac- 

™ = a, . 
tically in every case where two-thirds of the jury agree 
the minority must come to them or no verdict will be 
rendered. 

lo provide for full discussion among the jurors, and 
yet insure a verdict m every case where eight or more 
agree, ex-Governor Koerner, of Illinois, made a recom- 
mendation some years ago that is worthy of serious con- 
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exact time when the jury retires to consider their ver- 
dict; that a verdict rendered within six hours must be 
unanimous ; that after that time and within the six hours 
following a verdict of eleven should be received; within 
the next six hours one of ten; within the next six hours 
one of nine, and after that time one of eight. Such a 
rule would seem to insure whatever of value there may 
be in prolonged discussion, without the chief objection to 
the present system. 

It has been said that under the present system the re- 
sponsibility felt by each juryman is greater, because he 
knows that no verdict can be rendered except by his in- 
dividual concurrence. But he also knows that if a ver- 
dict is rendered the responsibility of it will be shared by 
eleven other men. Would not the feeling of responsibil- 
ity be greater if each juror knew that his individual vote 
might determine the result one way or the other. 

Again, it is said the opinion of twelve men is more 
likely to be right than the opinion of a less number. True. 
enough. But so is the opinion of a majority more likely 
to be right than that of a minority, and yet, under our 
present system we allow the opinion of one man to over- 
ride that of eleven. Suppose a jury unable to agree 
stands eleven to one; the present rule gives the opinion 
of the one man just as much weight as that of the eleven. 

In criminal cases the unanimity rule is usually de- 
fended upon the ground that if one of the jurors is not 
convinced of the prisoner’s guilt, there exists such a rea- 
sonable doubt that a conviction should not be had. Upon 
this theory a hung jury should be equivalent to an ac- 
quittal. But no; if one juror hangs out for conviction, 
though eleven believe the defendant innocent, a new trial 
is had; and it is possible that out of the two juries a bare 
majority of thirteen to eleven may convict a man of the 
highest crime known to the law. 

Nearly all other questions arising in human affairs are 
settled by a majority. A bare majority suffices to elect a 
President, to decide the most important legal questions, 
or to determine the policy of the government 

The unanimity rule requires twelve men of different 
physical constitutions, with different education and train- 
ing, to think alike. We all know that different men think 
differently. To say that twelve men, selected as jurors 
are selected, must all come to the same conclusion in re- 
lation to any disputed fact is to encourage a majority in 
self-defense to coerce the minority, and often results in a 
compromise verdict, which does not represent the honest 
judgment of any single juror. 


The present rule makes bribery comparatively easy 
and effective. I am not one of those who believe bribery 
of jurors to be a common occurrence, but that in. im- 
portant cases it is sometimes resorted to, we cannot doubt. 
As Shakespeare says: 

The jury passing on the prisoner’s life, 
May in the sworn twelve have a thief or two, 
Guiltier than him they try. 

If nine jurors could render a verdict, bribery would 
be practically impossible. ; 

_To abolish the unanimity rule would, however, re- 
quire a constitutional amendment. In the case of Ameri- 
can Publishing Co. v. Fisher et. al., 17 Supreme Court 
Reporter 618, decided in April, 1897, Justice Brewer, in 
rendering the opinion of the court, after holding that the 
United States Constitution or certain acts of Congress 
secured to every litigant in actions at common law in the 
Territory of Utah the right to a trial by jury, says: 

Now, unanimity was one of the peculiar and essential fea- 
tures of a trial by jury at common law. No authorities are 
needed to sustain this proposition. Whatever may be true as 
to legislation which changes any mere details of a jury trial, 


it is clear that a statute which destroys this essential and 
substantial feature thereof is one abridging the right. It 





sideration. It provided that the court should minute the 


follows, therefore, that the court erred in receiving a verdict 
returned by only nine jurors, the others not concurring. 
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In order to guard against any misapprehension, it may be 
proper to say that the power of a state to change the rule in 
respect to unanimity of juries is not before us for consideration. 


That such a change may be made by the States would 
seem to follow from the decision of the same court in 
Walker v. Sauvinet, 92 U. S. 90, where they say: 

A trial by jury in suits at common law pending in state 
courts is not, therefore, a privilege or immunity of national 
citizenship, which the States are forbidden by the fourteenth 
amendment to abridge. A State cannot deprive a person of 
his property without due process of law; but this does not 
necessarily imply that all trials in the state courts affecting 
the property of persons must be by jury. This requirement of 
the constitution is met if the trial is had according to the 
settled course of judicial proceedings. Due process of law is 
process according to the law of the land. This process in the 
States is regulated by the law of the States. 


On the whole, I conclude that a change in the rule 
requiring unanimity verdicts is desirable, but that the path 
of the reformer who attempts to force the change will be 
a rough and rugged one. 








THE COMING PAN-AMERICAN EXPOSITION— 
AN EXHIBIT FROM THE DEPARTMENT 
OF JUSTICE.

The Department of Justice of the United States Gov- 
ernment contains much that is of interest to the general 
public, and to lawyers especially, and therefore the an- 
nouncement that a large exhibit taken from this valuable 
collection will be made at the Pan-American Exposition 
will be received with great pleasure in many quarters. 
This exhibit will include the portraits of all the Chief 
Justices of the United States, from John Jay to Mel- 
ville W. Fuller. Notable among these are the faces of 
John Marshall, Roger B. Tawney and Salmon P. Chase. 
With these will be shown a photographic view of the 
Supreme Court room, which is situated near the Senate 
wing of the United States Capitol. 

The portraits of the Attorney Generals of the United 
States will be prominently displayed, including that of 
the gentleman to be appointed the 4th of next March, who 
will, of course, when the Exposition opens, be the presid- 
ing officer of that department. 

One great attraction of this exhibit will be the col- 
lection of law books. These include the opinions of the 
Attorneys General, the statutes at large of the United 
States, many volumes of Colonial laws and some rare old 
law books, which will be examined with especial inter- 
est and pleasure, not only by scholarly lawyers, but by 
every one who has read history. For example, there are 
eleven volumes of “State Trials for Heresy and High 
Treason,” by Francis Hargrave, Esq., published in Lon- 
don in 1776. These volumes contain a verbatim report 
of all the great trials of Great Britain from the reign of 
Richard II. to that of George III. It is like turning over 
the pages of romance to read, as the visitors to the Ex- 
position will be able to do, the trial of Mary Queen of 
Scots, of Sir Walter Raleigh, of King Charles I., of 
Archbishop Cranmer, of Titus Oates, the learned Jesuit 
priest, who pleaded his own cause; of Captain Will- 
iam Kidd, the noted pirate, who roamed up and down the 
Atlantic seaboard and infested the West Indies before 
the great American Republic existed! These are only 
a few that are included in the volumes that will be 
brought to the Exposition. In the same volumes will be 
noted the rulings of Lord Chief Justice Coke and of the 
notorious Lord Chief Justice Jeffreys. There are other 
old legal authorities that cannot fail to delight the anti- 
quarian, the scholar and the student. Among these is 








the first edition of Blackstone’s “Commentaries” printed 
on the North American Continent in 1771. 

The seals of the United States and of the different 
departments of the Government will also be shown in this 
exhibit. The seal of the Department of Justice is very 
handsomely painted, and the origin of the motto has 
puzzled many good Latinists of the present day. 

Perhaps the most striking object in this exhibit is a 
beautiful female figure, representing Justice, which was 
designed from suggestions made by Major Frank Strong. 
She holds the traditional scales in one hand and an un- 
sheathed sword in the other. Major Strong, in spite of 
the sterner duties of his profession, is a fine artist, and 
has with his own brush painted a number of beautiful 
pictures. 

There will be a collection of autograph letters in the 
exhibit from former Presidents of the United States, in- 
cluding some from President McKinley, showing evi- 
dence of their clemency toward convicted persons. 

Fine photographs of the prisons of the United States 
will be exhibited. 

The scope of the exhibit is necessarily small, but it is 
one of absorbing interest, especially to the more cultured 
classes. 

This exhibit has been collected by Major Frank 
Strong, the general agent for the Department of Justice 
and the Representative on the Government Board for the 
Pan-American Exposition. 








INJUSTICE TO LAWYERS. 


“Don’t you think,” asked the lawyer, “that the prac- 
tice of questioning the motives of the legal profession, oi 
picturing them as ever aiming to stir up litigation, has 
gone a little too far?” 

“Oh, it doesn’t amount to anything,” replied the mer- 
chent. “For the purpose of alleged humor the comic 
papers represent all lawyers as the exponents of sharp 
practice and questionable methods just as they represent 
all Jews as miserly, money-grasping cheats, but few 
people take them seriously.” 

“Don’t they?” demanded the lawyer. “That’s where 
you are wrong. Humor of that description, when it be- 
comes a regular thing and the same idea is reiterated 
and reiterated day after day and year after year, can do 
an incalculable amount of harm. The thoughtless soon 
accept the type depicted as representative of the class. 
But it was not to the jibes of the comic papers that I had 
reference. The slur that occasioned my remark was con- 
tained in an obituary of Charles Dudley Warner that was 
published in one of the big newspapers of the country— 
a paper that lays claim to absolute fairness and justice 
in its treatment of all news topics. This paper gave the 
following as a reason for Mr. Warner’s lack of success 
in the practice of law: 

“He moved to Chicago to practice law, but conscien- 
tious scruples against advising a client to commence 4 
suit when it could be settled out of court took many dol- 
lars out of his office. He always gave clients the benefit 
of his advice, but seldom led them into suits he was satis 
fied were not to their advantage.’ 

“Now, this assertion is not particularly creditable t 
Mr. Warner, and by inference it is distinctly discredit- 
able to other lawyers, especially successful lawyers. 10 
say that he ‘seldom’ led them into suits ‘he was satisfied 
were not to their advantage’ is to intimate that he occa 
sionally did so, and to emphasize the fact as something 
praiseworthy is to intimate further that other lawyers 
are in the habit of doing it whenever they have the 
opportunity. Yet both of these assumptions are gratt 
tous insults. In the one case the inference is that Mr 
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Warner occasionally urged a client to go to law when he 
knew he would get the worst of it, and in the other that 
most lawyers do it as a regular thing. Mr. Warner, of 
course, never did it, and neither does any other reputable 
lawyer. 

“You may say that such a statement as this is not 
worthy of notice, but I disagree with you. In most in- 
stances it would not be, but in this the circumstances are 
of a nature to make it particularly objectionable, and 
furthermore it is merely the culmination of a whole lot of 
similar statements made with more or less seriousness. 
The very fact that the writer unquestionably did not in- 
tend to be uncomplimentary or unjust makes it all the 
more significant. It shows how generally accepted this 
idea is becoming. An implied charge of the general use 
of dishonorable methods that would be discounted in- 
stantly if made against any other business or profession 
passes unchallenged where the lawyers are concerned. I 
tell you, it is enough to make a man warm, but unfortu- 
nately the lawyers are becoming used to it. They do not 
realize how prevalent that idea is and how much harm 
it is doing. 

“As a matter of fact, there is no business or profes- 
sion that requires a higher grade of integrity, personal 
honesty and unselfishness than the law. Far from en- 
couraging litigation, reputable lawyers are constantly dis- 
couraging it. In my own case I have frequently beat 
myself out of money, as you might say, by compromising 
a suit that I might just as well have fought in the courts. 
No client likes to pay out money for a compromise. He 
doesn’t feel that the lawyer has earned it. The latter 
may have saved his principal hundreds or even thousands 
of dollars by judicious negotiations with the other party, 
but it counts for little. His knowledge of the law, his 
understanding of the cost of litigation and his common- 
sense advice may have put or left a considerable sum 
of money in his client’s pocket that would otherwise have 
been lost to him, but the client usually is unable to ap- 
preciate it. 

“You would be surprised to know how many men 
there are who think a lawyer has rendered no real service 
until he has been in court with a case. The temptation, 
therefore, is great to encourage litigation. A man will 
pay $1,000 cheerfully for a case that is fought where 
he will kick on paying $100 for a compromise that is 
clearly to his advantage. He does not realize that in 
figuring on the net result to himself he must frequently 
deduct the costs of a legal battle, so that in many circum- 
stances a case may be profitably compromised for less than 
the sum he might expect to get as the result of a trial. 
Unless he knows that he has an extremely weak case it 
takes the preparation of briefs and arguments and a day 
in court to convince him that his lawyer is really doing 
anything for him, whereas the latter frequently earns 
more by effecting a compromise than he does by trying 
a case, 

“Of course, there are dishonorable lawyers—a good 
many of them—but the trouble is that a whole lot of 
people judge the entire profession by the black sheep. 
Chey have come to think that the law has a code of ethics 
of its own that is not quite so high as that of other pro- 
lessions, and this is largely due to the exploitation, hu- 
morously and otherwise, of the tricky lawyer. There are 
tricky and dishonorable men in all lines, but the average 
man does not gauge any other business or profession by 
them. He knows better. And, so far as the law is con- 
cerned, the same is true of the real business men—those 
who have occasion to utilize the services of the really 
good lawyers. They trust them implicitly ; they can’t do 
otherwise. But the great mass of the people are being 
inoculated with the idea that all lawyers are more or less 
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shysters, and so it is that such a statement as that made 
in connection with Mr. Warner’s death passes unques- 
tioned. 

“And let me say a word for the shyster, too. I have 
the heartiest contempt for him, but in some instances his 
temptation is great. Put yourself in his place for a min- 
ute. You are a struggling young lawyer, and you need 
money the worst way, but your cases are few and far 
between. Then an opportunity comes your way. A 
man wants your advice in relation to some business trans- 
action in which a considerable sum of money is involved. 
You investigate the circumstances, and are inclined to 
advise him to accept the offer that the other party has 
made, but if you do that he will rather begrudgingly give 
you $5 for your advice, and that will be the end of it. 
On the other hand, you know he is inclined to fight it, and 
that if you advise a fight he will give you a $25 retainer 
and cheerfully pay a further reasonable fee. 

“However it may come out, that case will be worth a 
good deal of money to you before a verdict is finally 
reached, and in the end you may possibly get more for 
him than has been offered, for no one can say certainly 
what will happen in a lawsuit. You are then on the di- 
viding line between a reputable legal practice and a shy- 
ster business, and temporarily, at least, the money all 
seems to be on the shyster side. I tell you, a young law- 
yer with the best intentions in the world has some strong 
temptations that way, and if he takes the money and 
loses the case the only charge that can be brought against 
him is that he made an error in judgment. It takes cour- 
age and self-denial to give honest advice in some circum- 
stances, and that’s why I say a reputable lawyer must be 
in a measure unselfish. 

“It is so easy to lead an indignant man, who thinks he 
has been imposed upon, into a lawsuit, and it is such a 
thankless task to turn him from it that the only wonder 
is that lawyers who will deliberately do the former are 
not more numerous.”—E. F., in the Chicago Post. 








TOPICS OF INTEREST. 


The U. S. District Court of Vermont in St. Cyr v. 
Daignault, 4 Am. B. R. 638, holds that a judgment ob- 
tained by default after adjudication of the judgment 


debtor as bankrupt, in a suit begun before, is null and 
void. The contrary was held in Kinmouth v. Braeuti- 
gam (N. J. Sup. Ct.), 4 Am. B. R. 344. 





The following decisions involve a consideration of 
points of street railway law: 

A street car passenger who was injured after leaving 
the car and while attempting to pass behind it in the 
dark, by falling over a fender which had become dis- 
arranged without the knowledge of the company, and was 
projecting from the rear of the car, is, in Grogan v. 
West End St. R. Co. (Mass.), 49 L. R. A. 421, denied 
any right to recover against the street railway company 
for the injury. 

The accidental death of a sick passenger, who was 
supposed by the railway employees to be intoxicated, and 
who was helped from the car at the terminus of the 
route and led to the front of the station, at or near to 
the public street, and left where the way was open in 
which he wished to go, but who, after the train had 
started again on its trip, turned and went toward the 
back of the station and slipped between the wheels of 
a car moving on a track, is held, in Bageard v. Con- 
solidated Traction Co. (N. J.), 49 L. R. A. 424, to create 
no right of action against the carrier. 

A rule of a street railway company requiring passen- 
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gers to board the cars within a station, and compelling 
one who does not, to pay fare, even though he had pre- 
viously paid in the station, is held, in Nashville Street 
Railway v. Griffin (Tenn.), 49 L. R. A. 451, to be a 
reasonable regulation, but one which must be enforced 
in a reasonable manner, and therefore unenforceable as 
against one who, after paying fare in the station, is 
obliged to go outside to take a car about ready to start, 
or else wait twenty minutes for another car. 





The right of the payee of a promissory note, in pos- 
session of the same, but who has indorsed such note in 
full or blank, to bring suit thereon while the indorsement 
by him remains uncanceled, is, at times, a troublesome 
question, justifying, here, an excerpt from a late decision 
covering the point, rendered by the Supreme Court of 
Georgia, in the case of Bomar v. Equitable Mortg. Co. 
(36 S. E. Rep. 601). In this case the defendant in the 
lower court, Bomar, objected to the notes in litigation 
going in evidence because it appeared from an indorse- 
ment thereon that the plaintiff—the Equitable Mortgage 
Company—had parted with its title to said notes before 
the filing of said suit, and that the right of action was 
in the American Loan & Trust Company, trustee—to 
whom the notes had been indorsed—and not in said 
plaintiff. These notes, it should be remembered, although 
bearing an indorsement to the American Loan & Trust 
Company, were in the possession of the Equitable Mort- 
gage Company, the payee thereof. To the objection and 
exception of Bomar, the court said: 

“We are of opinion that there is no merit in the ex- 
ception. The note was in possession of the payee, and 
the presumption was that it was the owner, notwith- 
standing its indorsement upon the note stood uncanceled, 
and it had a right to sue thereon in its own name. In 
Dugan v. U. S., 3 Wheat. 172, 4 L. Ed. 362, it was held 
“that if any person who indorses a bill of exchange to 
another, whether for value or for purpose of collection, 
shall come to the possession thereof again, he shall be 
regarded, unless the contrary appear in evidence, as the 
bona fide holder and proprietor of such bill, and shall 
be entitled to recover, notwithstanding there may be on 
it one or more indorsements in full, subsequent to the 
one to him, without producing any receipt or indorse- 
ment back from either of such indorsees, whose names 
he may strike from the bill, or not, as he may think 
proper.” In Daniel, Neg. Inst. Sec. 1198, the rule is 
stated to be that, “where there appears on the paper the 
plaintiff's own indorsement, it will be presumed éither 
that he had not perfected his indorsement by delivery, 
or that the paper has been returned to him as his own 
property, and in either case he has the right to sue upon 
it.” In 2 Rand. Com. Paper, Sec. 717, the author says: 
“The payee’s possession of a bill or note is prima facie 
evidence of title in him, notwithstanding his own in- 
dorsement is erased, and even, it has been held, notwith- 
standing his:own special indorsement or indorsement in 
blank, uncanceled.” To the same effect, see 3 Rand. 
Com. Paper, Sec. 1645, and 4 Am. & Eng. Enc. Law 280. 
There are numerous adjudicated cases to this effect cited 
by the authorities above referred to, and there can be 
no question but that the great weight of judicial opinion 
sustains the doctrine. 

It is true that this court held in Southern Bank of 
Georgia v. Mechanics’ Sav. Bank, 27 Ga. 252, that, 
“where a bill of exchange or draft is indorsed in full by 
the payee, suit cannot be maintained in the name of the 
payee while the indorsement stands.” The decision, how- 
ever, was rendered by only two judges, and we are there- 
fore not compelled to follow it. In Leitner v. Miller, 49 
Ga. 486, it appeared that Miller sued C. B. Leitner, as 





principal, and S. A. Leitner, as indorser, on a note made 
by C. B. Leitner, payable to S. A. Leitner or bearer, and 
indorsed as follows: “S. A. Leitner. J. V. H. Allen, 
treasurer. L. H. Miller. Pay I. C. Plant, or order, for 
collection.” The plaintiff introduced the note and closed, 
when the defendant moved for a nonsuit on the ground 
that plaintiff had shown title out of himself by his in- 
dorsement on the note sued on. The motion was over- 
ruled, and the defendant excepted. This court held that, 
although plaintiff’s name may be on the back of the note 
sued on, he may recover against the maker, as the law 
will presume, in the absence of proof of the contrary, that 
an indorsement by him was never completed by delivery, 
or, if he had delivered it so indorsed, that he had taken 
it up, and was again the legal holder or indorsee.” 





The Colorado Supreme Court has just declared un- 
constitutional an act passed by the last Legislature, which 
aimed to do away with the unanimity rule in jury de- 
cisions by providing that in civil cases a verdict con- 
curred in and returned by three-fourths of all the jurors 
should have the same force and effect as though found 
by all the jurors; that is, that nine out of the twelve 
jurors could decide a case. The intent of this act was to 
decrease the cost of trials in civil cases. In a recent 
appeal by the city of Denver from a verdict for damages 
obtained against it by a woman, the city argued that the 
act was unconstitutional in that it violated the essential 
feature of unanimity in the rendition of a verdict as 
established by the common law, and preserved by the 
State Constitution. In behalf of the act it was argued 
that the provision of less than a unanimous verdict was 
a wise one, coinciding with the views of eminent jurists 
and others, and that in this “advanced age” courts “should 
no longer cling to what is termed by some ‘that relic 
of barbarism and superstition, which requires that a ver- 
dict must be unanimous.” As to this, the court said: 
“The origin of the right of trial by jury in civil actions, 
as recognized by the common law, is involved in mys- 
tery. Why its number, the necessity for unanimity, and 
other features became fixed in common law is not clearly 
known; but these requisites have always been an object 
of deep intrest and any encroachment upon them has 
always been regarded with jealousy. It is a privilege 
which the English-speaking race has come to look upon 
as a birthright.” But the reason or logic of the rule was 
not the issue, the court said. The issue was: Did the 
act conflict with the State Constitution? The Colorado 
Constitution provides that “a jury in civil cases in all 
courts may consist of less.than twelve men, as may be 
prescribed by law.” Hence it followed, the court said, 
that “in the absence of any express declaration of the 
further intention regarding trial by jury in civil actions, 


the Legislature was granted no other authority than this; 


and by implication it follows that all other rights of trial 
by jury in civil actions was reserved.” The court added 
that, though the Legislature cannot do away with the 
unanimity rule, it can reduce the number of jurors. 





A valuable decision as to the sufficiency of a notice 
of protest mailed by the protesting notary public to the 
permanent address of an indorser of a note, known at 
the time to be then temporarily resident at another known 
point, was lately made by the Court of Chancery Appeals 
of Tennessee, in First National Bank of Chattanooga v. 
Read et. al. (58 S. W. Rep. 1124), and upheld. The 
salient facts are these: 


The action was one to collect a note of $2,440, dated July 
30, 1898, and due in thirty days, executed by James R. Reid 
to Mrs. H. A. Yonge, and by her indorsed to the complainant 
bank. All parties resided in the city of Chattanooga; Mrs. 


Yonge, the principal defendant, at 608 West Ninth street, where 
she had been domiciled for some sixteen years. On July 9, cf

‘ear named, Mrs. Yonge went to Lookout Mountain to 
spend the Summer. Both the president and the cashier of the 
bank knew she had so temporarily removed her residence, 
put they did not know definitely how long she expected to 
remain. Her place of abode on the mountain was with one 
Mrs. Hart, a member of whose family, one Charlie Hart, 
was employed at the Third National Bank of Chattanooga, 
and daily went to and fro between the mountain and the city. 
Before leaving Chattanooga Mrs. Yonge instructed the post- 
man to deliver such mail as should come to her in the city to 
said Charlie Hart, and he was accustomed to convey it to 
her on the mountain. She received a considerable amount of 
mail during her stay at that place, about one-half of which 
was directed to her at the postoffice on Lookout Mountain, 
and the other half at her city address. 


The note in question was payable at the complainant 
bank. On the day it fell due a notary public duly presented 
it at the counter of the bank and demanded payment, which 
was refused, with the remark, “No instructions.” The no- 
tary’s certificate, after stating these facts, and that the de- 
mand was made at the request of the holder, continues: “I 
then notified the drawer and indorser by printed and written 
notices (Jas. R. Reid and Mrs, H. A. Yonge), by mailing same 
to each address, city, postpaid, this day.” Mrs, Yonge testi- 
fied that she did not receive the notice, and there was no 
proof to the contrary; nor was there any evidence controvert- 
ing the fact that the notary mailed the notices as stated 
in his certificate. The certificate stated, also, that the no- 
tices were mailed the same day the demand was made. 

With these facts before it the court said: The ques- 
tion is, Was the notice sufficient to charge the indorser? 
Prior to 1895 the rule in this State was that, where the 
holder and the indorser reside in the same city, the notice 
must be conveyed by the notary himself, or by a mes- 
senger to the home or place of business of the indorser. 
Davis v. Bank, 4 Sneed, 392; Bank v. Battle, 4 Humph. 
91; Bank v. Bennett, 1 Yerg. 167; Barker v. Hall, Mart. 
& Y. 189; and see Tomeny v. Bank, 9 Heisk. 495. Acts 
1895, p. 402, reads as follows: “In the protestation of 
bills, notes, checks and all negotiable instruments, it shall 
be sufficient for the notary public protesting to mail to 
the proper persons the notices required by law, at their 
last known postoffice; provided, such notices so mailed 
shall be placed in the postoffice on the same day, and 
immediately after protestation.” We take it that this 
statute was intended to make the delivery of notice by 
mail lawful in all cases. Of course, by a strict construc- 
tion, it might be confined to cases where, upon inquiry, 
the indorser could not be found at his last known place 
of residence; but the other is the most obvious construc- 
tion, and is that which it has no doubt received in the 
commercial world, and serious consequences might ensue 
from the adoption of a too narrow construction. The 
statute was remedial, and hence calls for a liberal con- 
struction. It follows that it was not necessary to convey 
the notice by a messenger, as under the former law, and 
that it was properly committed to the mails. 

It is insisted, however, that inasmuch as Mrs. Yonge 
had removed her residence from the city to Lookout 
Mountain, and as Lookout Mountain postoffice was near- 
est to her, and this fact was known to the officers of the 
bank, the notice should have been directed to her at that 
point. This suggestion, however, is met by the rule that 
Where the indorser is merely temporarily absent from his 
usual place of residence, the notice should be addressed 
to him at the latter place, and not to his temporary resi- 
dence. This point was ruled in the case of Marr v. John- 
son, 9 Yerg. 1,6. In that case it appeared that the Hon- 
orable Cave Johnson, while a member of Congress, had 
become indorser on a note payable in one of the banks at 
Nashville. His home was in Clarksville, but at the time 
the note matured he was absent in Washington, attending 
to his duties in Congress. The court said that the notice 
Was properly mailed to him at Clarksville, observing that 
Congress could adjourn at any time, and the bank could 
not know when it would adjourn, and hence could have 
no reasonable assurance that a notice mailed to him at 
Washington would reach him. So, in the present case, 
while Mrs. Yonge was temporarily residing on the moun-, 








tain, the bank had no knowledge how long she would 
remain there, although she had gone there for the sum- 
mer. ‘This point is emphasized by the fact that the note 
did not fall due until August 29, just at the close of the 
summer. The proof does not show that the bank knew 
that she was then on the mountain. Our conclusion is 
that the protest was sufficient. 





The following decisions are upon points of insurance 
law: 

A voluntary exposure to unnecessary danger within 
the meaning of an exception in an insurance policy is held, 
in Fidelity & C. Co. v. Sittig (Ill.), 48 L. R. A. 359, not to 
be made by an attempt of a traveling salesman to get upon 
a train in motion, if the danger is not so apparent that 
any man of ordinary intelligence would know it. 

The liability of a member of a mutual benefit society 
to pay an assessment is denied, in Gibson v. Megrew 
(Ind.), 48 L. R. A. 362, where his contract does not pro- 
vide that he shall pay assessments or make any provision 
as to non-payment except that his certificate shall be for- 
feited thereby. 

The right to insurance on property destroyed by fire 
after an oral contract to insure, but before issuing a 
policy, is held, in Hicks v. British America Assurance Co. 
(N. Y.), 48 L. R. A. 424, to be subject to the provisions 
and conditions of the standard policy prescribed by law, 
including that as to furnishing proofs of loss within a 
specified time. 

The acceptance of a proposition to buy real property, 
which is definite in nothing except the amount to be paid, 
is held, in Arkansas Fire Ins. Co. v. Wilson (Ark.), 48 
L. R. A. 510, not sufficient to defeat insurance thereon, 
under a policy providing that it shall be void if the inter- 
est of the assured becomes other than that of uncon- 
ditional and sole ownership. 





The United States Supreme Court on November 19 
rendered an opinion in the case of William B. Austin v. 
The State of Tennessee, involving the validity of the 
State law regulating the sale of cigarettes. The law was 
attacked as an infringement of the right of Congress to 
regulate interstate commerce. The Tennessee Supreme 
Court upheld the law, and its decision was sustained, 
though not without disapproval of some of the 
positions taken, and then on a narrow margin, four out 
of nine members joining in a dissenting opinion, and an- 
other member of the court (Justice White) placing his 
assent on grounds different from those announced by Jus- 
tice Brown, who handed down the opinion. 


The case grew out of the importation of cigarettes 
into Tennessee from North Carolina. They were taken 
into the State in the ordinary sized cigarette packages, 
about two by four inches, and these packages were loosely 
thrown into baskets, which were uncovered. The claim 
was made that these cigarette packages were what is 
known to the law as original packages, but, without clear- 
ly defining an original package, the Court held that it 
was clear such packages could not be so considered. Jus- 
tice Brown said that the packages were obviously made 
up with the view of evading the law, and he held one of 
the little cigarette cases up to the view of his auditors. 
On this point the decision of the State court was fully 
confirmed. The Tennessee court had held that cigarettes 
are not an article of commerce. With this view Justice 
Brown took issue. Whatever is an object of barter and 
sale is, he said, an article of commerce and must be so 
recognized. Tobacco had been such an article for four 
hundred years. It had been made the subject of taxation, 
and, indeed, had become more widely scattered than any 
other vegetable. Probably, he added, no other vegetable 
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has contributed so much to the comfort and solace of the 
human race. This being the case, it was entirely beyond 
bounds to say that tobacco was not an article of commerce. 
He then took notice of the claim that cigarettes are an 
especially harmful form of tobacco, and while he conceded 
that this might be the case, he remarked that this claim 
was of comparatively recent origin. Still, he held that 
cigarettes are as much a subject of State regulation as 
is liquor, and that while no State law could prohibit im- 
portation in original packages, it was entirely competent 
for a Legislature to regulate the sale because of general 
belief in the deleterious effect of the article. 

There was a dissenting opinion by Justice Shiras, in 
which the Chief Justice and Justices Brewer and Peckham 
joined. They based their dissent on the theory that Con- 
gress has exclusive control of interstate commerce. 





An interesting fire insurance case has recently been de- 
cided by the Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts. 
The plaintiff insured his house and barn, under a policy 
which provided that it should be void “if the said property 
shall be sold.”” He subsequently conveyed away all his 
interest in the insured buildings except an estate for his 
life in the house. The question was whether this had the 
effect of invalidating the policy. The Superior Court in 
Norfolk county held that it had, but the Supreme Court 
has taken a different view upon the undisputed facts of 
the case. It holds that where a house and barn are in- 
sured as one entire risk, there is no sale of the property 
within the condition of the contract while the insured re- 
tains an insurable interest in either building. He can re- 
cover only for the loss of the house, it is true, but “the 
reason the plaintiff cannot recover for the loss of the barn 
is not because there has been a breach of the condition as 
to alienation, and the policy has therefore become void, 
but because he had no insurable interest in the barn when 
it was burned and has therefore suffered no loss by its de- 
struction.” If at the time of the loss, under a policy of 
fire insurance, the insured has parted with only a portion 
of his interest, the policy remains enforceable as to the 
portion which he retains. This is the rule in New York 
as to a policy of marine insurance. (See Hitchcock v. 
North Western Insurance Company, 26 New York Re- 
ports, page 68.) 





In Gamewell Fire Alarm Tel. Co. v. City of Laporte, 
decided by the Circuit Court of Appeals, Seventh Circuit 
(102 Fed. Rep., 417), the following was the opinion as 
delivered by Seaman, J.: 

The appellant, who was the complainant below, con- 
tracted to furnish a fire alarm system or plant, to be owned 
and operated by the city of Laporte, at a purchase price 
to be paid by the city in the following year after comple- 
tion and acceptance ; and this in the face of the fact, then 
known to all parties, that the existing indebtedness of the 
municipality was beyond the amount limited by the con- 
stitution of the state, and that it was thereby prohibited 
from incurring further indebtedness. The plant, having 
been installed in conformity with the contract, was ac- 
cepted, and went into the possession and use of the city, 
but payment was refused; and thereupon the appellant 
sued in a state court to recover the purchase price, result- 
ing in a final adjudication dismissing the action on the 
ground that the contract violated the constitutional pro- 
vision referred to, and was invalid. City of Laporte v. 
Gamewell Fire Alarm Tel. Co., 146 Ind. 466, 45 N. E. 
588, 35 L. R. A. 686. On such state of facts, equitable 
relief is sought through the present bill, which is predi- 
cated on the conclusiveness of that adjudication to bar re- 
covery upon the contract; and it is conceded in the argu- 
ment for support of the bill, as clearly held in the kindred 





case of Litchfield v. Ballou, 114 U. S. 190, 195, 5 Sup. 
Ct. 820, 29 L. Ed. 132, that the invalidity is equally ef- 
fectual against any implied promise to pay for the reason- 
able value of the property so furnished. The question is 
not presented of right on the part of the appellant to re- 
cover and remove any severable material or appliances 
furnished by it under the contract, and so appropriated 
by the city, for the reason that relief of that character is 
inadmissible, if not impossible, under the allegations of 
the bill, even if otherwise the subject of equitable remedy. 
It is expressly alleged that the plant, which includes por- 
tions contributed by the city, constitutes an entirety, and is 
“incapable of dismemberment or disintegration without 
destroying the use thereof, and without irreparable 1n- 
jury to the several parts composing the same,” and, in 
effect, that the only available remedies in favor of the ap- 
pellant are (1) an accounting in reference to the past use, 
to ascertain just compensation therefor; (2) an arrange- 
ment between the parties for future compensation in an 
annual rental for the use; or, in default of such arrange- 
ment, (3) the plant to be turned over as an entirety, 
“complete and ready for operation,” to the appellant, as 
owner, for management and use, together with a per- 
petual franchise for that purpose, to be implied from the 
contract. 

The bill rests on the theory that the contract is so far 
severable that laying aside the void promise of the city to 
pay for the plant, as purchaser, there remains the per- 
mission which was granted by the city for its construction, 
together with the fact of the actual operation of the plant 
by the contractor for a brief period before it was delivered 
over, and that out of these circumstances equity may 
imply a grant by the city of a franchise to the contractor 
to operate and manage the system as the beneficial owner, 
and will enforce both ownership and franchise in his favor 
whenever the contract of purchase becomes inoperative. 
How the intended public nature of the system, described 
as one “of great utility and even of prime necessity to the 
city,” can thus be preserved, is neither disclosed nor inti- 
mated. In other words, the appellant invokes equitable 
relief, not only to set aside the contract, which was delib- 
erately made between the parties, but to substitute a new 
contract, and establish relations with the municipality not 
contemplated in the original transaction. The contract 
provided for a plant to be owned and operated by the city, 
for municipal purposes, clearly within its power; and the 
invalidity arose out of the creation of a debt to accomplish 
the purpose, and not in the purpose for which it was 
made. To save the contractor who furnished work and 
materials under this contract from sacrifice of his contri- 
bution in whole or in part, a decree is demanded to create 
and enforce a contract between the parties departing rad- 
ically from that which was intended and entered into; 
placing the plant and its control in private hands, together 
with a perpetual franchise to so maintain and operate the 
system. The terms of the contract as made afford no 
semblance of support for the contention that the grant of 
a franchise to that end may be inferred, and, aside from 
the consideration of the inviolable nature of municipal 
powers in that regard, the doctrine is well established that 
no measure of relief which would so change the contract 
purposes and relations can be granted by a court of equity, 
even in the absence of all remedy at law. Magniac v. 
Thomson, 15 How. 281, 299, 14 L. Ed. 606; Hedges v. 
Dixon Co., 150 U. S. 182, 192, 14 Sup. Ct. 71, 37 L. Ed. 
1044. As stated in Magniac v. Thomson: 

“Whenever the rights or the situation of the parties 
are clearly defined and established by law, equity has no 
power to change or unsettle those rights or that situation, 
but in all such instances the maxim, ‘AZquitas sequitur 
legem,’ is strictly applicable.”

THE LEGALITY OF POOLING AGREEMENTS* 





Charles E. Chapman, Appellant, v. Theodore C. 
Bates, Respondent (Supreme Court of New Jersey. 
Opinion filed December 18, 1900). 

A proxy and power of attorney made by a stockholder in a corporation 
giving voting powers and rights to deal with the stock in various ways, 
and to sell and exchange it, and conferring an interest, and by its terms 
irrevocable for a period less than three years, will not be revoked, upon a 
pill filed by the maker for that purpose, unless it appears that the purposes 
are illegal or in violation of some statute or against public policy. 

What are known as pooling agreements are not necessarily illegal, 
each case will depend upon the objects to be attained,

Garretson, F.: The complainant, being the owner of fifty- 
one shares of stock of the Union Terminal Association, a cor- 
poration of this State, on the 6th day of July, 1899, executed 
a paper called a proxy and power of attorney, appointing the 
defendants his proxies and attorneys in fact, and in pursuance 


but 


thereof delivered to them the certificates for such shares of 
stock. 
This proxy and power of ‘attorney was therein declared 


to be in force for the period ending Jan. 1, and to be 
and remain irrevocable during said period. 

It is sought in the bill filed in this case to revoke this 
instrument which in terms is declared to be irrevocable be- 
fore the expiration of the period limited, upon the grounds 
that its provisions are in violation of the terms of the act 
concerning corporations under which the Union Terminal As- 
sociation was incorporated, and are in conflict with public 
policy and with the laws of the State of New Jersey. 

The case was heard on bill and answer and a decree dis- 
missing the bill. 

The proxy and power of attorney executed by the com- 
plainant recites that certain owners and holders of shares of 
the capital stock of the Union Terminal Association, deem 
it to be for their best interests and as especially desirable 
to aid in securing the speedy completion of the properties 
represented to unite their stock and all that is represented 
therein and thereby, by placing their certificates of ,stock 
in the possession and control of certain persons as proxies 
and attorneys in fact, to be held, managed and used by them 
in their discretion for the equal pro rata benefit of all stock-

holders who may join in this proposed union of interests; 
it then appoints the defendants proxies and attorneys in 
fact, to have, use and exercise any and all complainant’s 


rights and powers in, to and under any and all of his said 
stock of the said Union Terminal Association, and to receive, 
take, retain, hold, use and employ any or all of his said stock 
to aid in the promotion of any and all purposes which his 
said proxies and attorneys in fact may deem best and to 
join any and all his shares of stock of the said Union Ter- 
minal Association, and all his rights and powers thereunder 
with any and all shares of stock of other stockholders who 
may deposit their certificates of stock with said defendants 
and execute and deliver to them a proxy and power of at- 
torney of the same tenor and effect, for any and all purposes 
which his said proxies and attorneys in fact shall deem to 
be for the best interest of all such stockholders, for the pe- 
riod ending Jan. 1, 1902; this proxy to be and remain irre- 
vocable during said period. 

It authorizes the proxies and attorneys in fact at their 
discretion to vote and act upon any or all of the shares of 
the capital stock of the Union Terminal Association at any 
or all meetings of the shareholders of said corporation. All 
stock deposited under the proxies to constitute one holding 
in the attorneys. It authorizes the proxies and attorneys in 
fact to make any and all demands and exercise any and 
all rights which he might make or exercise as a holder or 
owner of said stock of said Union Terminal Association and 
to recover and receive all moneys and obtain payment of 
all indebtedness due to such holder and to represent him 
in any suit and at any sale of properties in which as a stock- 
holder of the Union Terminal Association he might be in- 
terested and to make bids and use the stock for bidding for 
and acquiring all such properties and to take title and dis- 
pose of such properties; to procure the organization of a 
corporation, to exercise all the rights granted to the attor- 
heys, to appoint an agent to hold title to such property as 
may be represented by his stock and direct the management 
and disposal thereof. 

It authorizes them to take all action necessary to form a 
corporation under the laws of Missouri, to make available all 
properties controlled by his stock of the Union Terminal As- 
sociation and to manage such new corporation and sell the 
Stock therein and to exchange the stock of the Union Termimal 
Association for stock in the new corporation and exercise 
all the powers granted over the new shares of stock in the 
new corporation; to hypothecate the shares of stock of the

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Union Terminal Association, or of the new corporation; to 
sell the stock of the Union Terminal Association or of the 
new corporation at not less than $100 a share, accounting 
for the proceeds after deducting the proportionate share of 
all costs, expenses and compensation of the attorneys, no 
distribution need be made before, and the stockholder agrees 
not to sell or dispose of his stock prior to the termination 
of the power of attorney; to receive all dividends and earn- 
ings on the stock of the Union Terminal Association or of 
the new corporation, and disburse the same or retain them 
until the termination of the power of attorney; to substi- 
tute new attorneys with the same powers; to relinquish the 
powers granted and return the stock; to receive from at- 
torneys previously appointed certificates of stock in the Union 
Terminal Association. 

It appears by the answer that the Union Terminal Asso- 
ciation was organized on the 6th day of July, 1898; that by 
its certificate of.incorporation it was authorized: 

First, to acquire and dispose of the stock, bonds, etc., of 
the Kansas City and Atlantic Railroad Co. of Missouri, the 
Terminal Improvement Association of Kansas City, Missouri, 
and of the Missouri Agricultural and Fair Grounds Association 
of Gallatin Township, Missouri, corporations of Missouri, or 
of any other corporations of Missouri organized for similar pur- 
poses. 

Second, to acquire and convey all 
of the foregoing corporations. 

Third, to buy, sell and deal in real estate; to 
agriculture and the improvement of stock; to reclaim land; 
to promote, erect and construct dykes, breakwaters, canals 
and embankments for the reclaiming of land; to build, erect 
and construct wharves, docks, and levees; to build, lease, erect 
and construct warehouses, grain elevators, storage houses and 
other buildings; to promote, lease, erect and construct, main- 
tain and operate toll bridges, railroad terminals, stations and 
depots f the reception and transmission of personal prop- 
erty; to convey and transport personal property on land or by 
water or across rivers and other waters by any mode of 
conveyance whatsoever, and to charge and receive compen- 
sation therefor. 

Fourth, to issue bonds and secure them by mortgage. 

It further appears by the answer that the authorized cap- 
ital stock of the Union Terminal Association is $5,000,000, of 
which $1,962,900 has been issued and is outstanding, and that

The answer further sets forth that in order to secure 


the said rights and property a great deal of work was done 
by the defendants and much money expended, and that the 
directors would not have expended the money nor the de- 
fendants devoted the time and labor to its accomplishment 
had it not been believed that the proxy and power of at- 
torney was irrevocable. That much still remains to be ac- 
complished to secure the results and value which the plan 
adopted contemplates; that the desired results can only be 
obtained through the continuance of said union of interests 
for the period ramed, within which it is confidently be- 


lieved that the necessary work can be completed; and thai 
the withdrawal by the complainant and other stockholders 
therefrom would not only cause the loss of much that has 


already been ~>complished, the value of which depends on the 
completion of the general plan, but would also prevent fur- 
ther work in development thereof, and a loss of the great 
prospective value thereon. That amongst other powers given 
them by the proxy and power of attorney was the power 
of absolute disposal or exchange of said shares of stock in 
said corporation, either for cash, or for shares of stock in 
some corporation, and that in pursuance of the powers thus 
given them the defendants have entered into negotiations 
for the sale, and have offered for sale in one lot the en- 
tire amount of stock so held and controlled by them under 
said proxy and power of attorney and which negotiations are 
now pending and which offers may be accepted at any time. 

That the complainant knew of the fact that the defend- 
ants had entered into negotiations for the purpose of dispos- 
ing of the property of the Union Terminal Association, and 
had offered the same for sale and had given options thereon. 
That the defendants have themselves loaned large sums of 
money and have secured other large sums of money, amount- 
ing to many thousands of dollars, which have been expended 
for the benefit of said corporation and its stockholders on 
the faith of the representations and agreements entered into 
by the complainant and other stockholders. 

This instrument, which gave the defendants control over 
the complainant’s stock, appears to have been for a com- 
mon interest, it is consistent with the purposes for which 
the corporation was created, and its continuance appears to 





be necessary for the advantage of all who are interested in 
the development of the property. 

A power of attorney may become irrevocable whenever 
the object is to create an interest; and this is so even if 
it is not stated in the instrument itself to be irrevocable. 
While the general rule is that a principal may revoke the 
authority of his agent at his mere pleasure, an exception to 
this rule is when the principal has expressly stipulated that 
the authority shall be irrevocable and the agent has an in- 
terest in its execution (Story on Agency, Sec. 476). But 
where an authority or power is coupled with an interest, or 
where it is given for a valuable consideration, or where it 
is part of a security, then, unless there is an expressed 
stipulation that it shall be revocable, it is, from its very 
nature and character in contemplation of the law, irrevocable 
whether it is expressed to be so upon the face of the instru- 
ment conferring the authority or not (Story on Agency, Sec. 
477; Hunt v. Rousmanier, 8 Wheat., 174; Durbrow v. Eppens, 
46 Atl. R., 582). Im this last case illustrations of irrevocable 
power of attorney can be found. 

We also agree with the learned Vice-Chancellor in the 
view that this instrument conferred upon the defendants powers 
to be executed as a trust for the benefit of all concerned 
and conferred upon them a duty to account as trustees to 
all who join in this power of attorney. 

By “an act concerning corporations” 
L., 1896, p. 277, it 
holders may 


(Rev. of 1896), P. 
is provided in Section 17, “Absent stock- 
vote at all meetings by proxy in writing, and 
every corporation may determine by its certificate of incor- 
poration or by-laws, the manner of calling and conducting 
all meetings, what number of shares shall entitle the stock- 
holders to one or more votes, what number of stockholders 
shall attend, either in person or by proxy, or what number cf 
shares or amount of interest shall be represented at any meet- 
ing in order tc constitute a quorum.” 

This section applies to all stockholders’ meetings and has 
been held in the absence of any provision in the certificate 
of incorporation or by-laws to the contrary, to secure to each 
shareholder one vote for each share of stock held by him 
and appearing by the books of the company to be in his 
ownership (Camden & Atlantic R. R. Co. v. Elkins, 10 Stew. 
273), but the certificate of incorporation or by-laws may make 
different provisions (Loewenthal v. Rubber Reclaiming Co. 
i pick., 440). There does not appear, however, to be any- 
thing in the certificate or by-laws varying the statutory 
provision. P 


It is further provided in Section 36 of the corporation 
act, “Unless otherwise provided in the charter, certificate or 
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by-laws of the corporation, at every election each stockholder, 
whether resident or non-resident, shall be entitled to one vote 
in person or by proxy for each share of the capital stock held 
by him, but no proxy shall be voted on after three years 
from its date.” 

This section applies only to voting at elections. Both of 
these sections seem to have been enacted for the convenience 
of stockholders who, for any reason, do not attend stock- 
holders’ meetings, and provides a method by which their 
wishes as set forth in the proxy may be given expression in 
their absence, and there is nothing in either of the sections 
which prevents a stockholder who has given a proxy from 
exercising his right to vote in person if present at any meet- 
ing at which a vote of the stockholders is taken. 

The only limitation as to time for which such proxies 
may continue is in the 36th section, which prevents the use 
of . proxy for voting at elections after three years from 
its date. 

There is nothing in either of the sections which prevents 
a stockholder from appointing an attorney to vote his stock 
for him at any stockholders’ meeting for any time he may 
choose, save only meetings for elections above the time limit 
of three years. 

They do not in terms prevent a stockholder from giving 
an irrevocable power of attorney to vote at stockholders’ 
meetings subject to the time limit as to election, nor can we 
See any reason why a stockholder may not give such a 
proxy if he chooses and be bound by it; he can easily avoid 
the effect of it by appearing and voting in person at all 
meetings, 

There is no statutory provision nor can we perceive any 
reason offensive to public policy preventing a stockholder 
from giving another powers over or rights in his shares in 
a corporation to the same extent that he might give in any 
property. 

We recognize the principle laid down in Cone v. Russell, 
Dick., 208, and White v. omas Tire Co., 7 Dick., 179, 
that every stockholder is entitled to the benefit of the judg- 
ment of every other stockholder in the management of the 
affairs of the corporation, but in this case complaint is not 
made by one claiming that injury has been done to his in- 
terest by reason of a stockholder divesting himself of con- 
trol of his stock, but by one of the very parties who has 
entered into this agreement and to which his consent has 
been given. He cannot complain of the injury done to his 
interests by this action, for he is a consenting party. Such 
arrangements, with regard to the control of stock as con- 
templated in this proxy and power of attorney and which 
have been denominated pooling agreements, are not neces- 
sarily void as being against public policy. In the case of 
Cone v. Russell, 3 Dick., 208, the Court, while holding the 
agreement in that case void as agaist public policy, ex- 


* 








pressly holds that ‘this conclusion does not reach so far as 
to necessarily forbid all pooling or combining of stock where 
the object is to carry out a particular policy with a view 
to promote the best interest of all the stockholders. The 


propriety of the object validates the means and must affirm- 
atively appear.” 

The following are cases in which pooling agreements have 
been held valid: Brown v. Pacific Mail & Steamship Co., 5 
Blatch., 545; Smith v. San Francisco & N. R. R. Co., 115 
Cal., 584: S. C., 35 L. R. A., 309; Mobile & Ohio R. R. Co. 
v. Nicholas, 96 Ala., 92; Hey v. Dolphin, 92 Hun, 230. 

No illegal purpose is manifest upon the face of this agree- 
ment, nor has any been alleged in the bill. It appears to be 
consistent with the purposes for which the company was cre- 
ated, and whose continuance appears to be necessary for 
the advantage of all who are interested in the development 
of the erty; it is expressly declared to be for the benefit 
of all who join in it. No stockholder is prevented from join- 
ing in this agreement, and no stockholder who has not 
availed himself of the opportunity to join in it is excluded 
from the benefit of it; no one appears to have been injured 


by it. The complainant does not allege in what way he is 
damaged by its continuance, he with about four hundred 
out of five hundred stockholders executed it, and he alone 
of all the stockholders asks to have it revoked. We do not 
think he should be allowed to revoke it. 

The decree should be affirmed.*

Circuit has held in Fisher v. Cushman, 4 Am. B. R. 646, 
that a liquor license transferable only with the assent 
of the local authorities passes as an asset to the trustee 
in bankruptcy.

Springfield on January 30, thirty coun- 
ties being represented. 

John A. May of Chicago read a paper 
on ‘‘Special Assessments,’’ in which he 
recommended changes in the manner of 
collecting, chief of which are those con- 
templating an extension of the time for 
paying installments and making the 
rate of interest on aeferred payments 5 
per cent, the interest tc accrue from the 
completion of the improvement instead 
of from the time of the confirmation of 
the assessment. Judge James H. Batten 
of Dupage gave an address on ‘* Probate 
Practice.’’ There was a general discus- 
sion of these papers and the recommen- 
dations made in the address of the presi- 
dent, Judge Rufus N. Potts of Christian 
county. 

The association recommended that the 
control of testamentary trusts should be 


committed to Probate courts. The fol-

KANSAS. 


At the meeting of the State Bar Asso 
ciation on the atternoon of January 31 
L. H. Perkins of Lawrence read a very 
interesting paper which he discussed at 
length the proposition to establish a 
whipping pust for offenders against the 
law in Kansas. Mr. Perkins is in favor 
of yoing back to first principles in pun- 
ishment of crime, to that extent, al- 
though he would have its application 
largely to the discretion of the trial 
judge. 

He said it was useless to prescribe 
punishment without knowledge of the 
motives underlying the crime. The 
present laws relative to the punishment 
of criminals are in many instances 


absurd. The present theory excludes 
every element of punishment but re- 
form. This he holds is ineffectual 


against the habitual criminal and against 
those made criminals by heredity or 
environment. He believes that many of 
those with whom the law has to deal 
are moraily blind; that they can not be 


reached through any sense save the 
physical. Upon these he would lay the 
lash, 


He thinks that the present penal sys- 
tem is attractive to this latter class. It 
houses them, feeds them and clothes 
them, giving them opportunity to con- 
sort with those of their own class, and 
to plan, at their leisure, other outbreaks 
against society. To the habitual crim- 
inal the disgrace of being imprisoned is 
nothing. 

He believes that the punishment 
should be leveled at the criminal rather 
than the crime, and holds that no brute 








is so hardened that he does not fear the 
lash. He would apply physical punish- 
ment in varying degrees to rapists as 
well as to petty offenders. Crime for 
which physical punishment should be 
inflictd he would divide into three de- 
grees. For the third degree he would 
make the punishment seven lashes. For 
the second degree he would adminis er 
20 lashes twice during the 12 months 
succeeding conviction. For the first de- 
gree, which would apply only to rapists, 
he would administer 20 lashes as in the 
second degree, and would have a surgi- 
cal operation performed. He would also 
allow the trial judge to impose at his 
discretion the same penalties set forth 
in the present statutes in addition to the 
physical punishment inflicted.

L. Putnam of 
Portland, Judge of the United States 
Circuit Court, who gave a very scholarly 
and instcuctive uddress upon the hfe 
and work of the great chief justice. 
Judge Putnam’s address was most at- 
tentively listened to by the large number 
present und at its close a vote of thanks 
was extended to him and his oration 
was requested for publication with the 
proceedings of the day.

Memorials to Congress were adopted 
protecting it against the clause in a jury 
law before them providing that only citi- 
zens who speak and understand English 
should be eligible to jury duty, also a 
memorial urging the passage of the act 
before congress to establish a circuit 
court of appeals for the territories.

The paper of Mr. C. C. Higginbotham, 
of Buckhannon, subject, ‘‘Shouid West 
Virginia Have a New UConstitution?’’ 
wus then read by himself. It was a 
very conservative and able document, 
not making many bold assertions, but 
leaving deductions to be made trom its 
uterances. It seemed to be clearly 
demonstrated that the State does not 
need a constitutional convention and 
new constitution. Mr. Higginbotham 
clearly discussed various proposed amend- 
ments to the constitution, the conclusion 
from his points being that some one or 
two should be adopted, while most were 
unnecessary. 

The general discussion on this ques- 
tion was opened by Mr, J. W. Vander- 





vort, of Parkesburg. His main objec- 
tion to holding a convention at this time, 
was the cost of doing so. He placed the 
cost at $200,000 to $300, 000. 

Mr. Vandervort was followed by Mr. 
W. P. Hubbard, of Wheeling, who made 
a very vehement address in favor of 
holding a convention. He attacked 
vigorously the present constitution, the 
State Supreme Court, the newspapers 
and Mr. Higginbotham’s and Mr. Van- 
dervort’s position. He urged that the 
present constitution is not up with the 
times, that West Virginia has progressed 
beyond it, and pointed out a number of 
changes he thought was necessary, 
among them being five judges of the 
Court of Appeals, the raising of salaries 
of judges, and longer and more frequent 
sessions of the Legislature. 

Mr. D. C. Westenhaven, of Martins- 
burg, offered a resolution favoring the 
calling of a convention, and said he 
agreed with Mr. Hubbard. 

Judge D. B. Lucas, of Charles Town, 
said he opposed the passage of the reso- 
lution, and pointed out objections to the 
calling of a constitutional convention. 

Addresses mostly in favor of a new 
constitution were delivered by Mr. Wes- 
ley Mollohan and Mr. S. L. Flournoy, 
of Charleston, and Mr. B. M. Ambler, 
of Parkersburg. 

After this interesting discussion, the 
resolution was adopted by a viva voce 
vote, mest of the members apparently 
not voting, all who did vote, with the 
exception of one rather feeble ‘‘No,’’ 
voted in the affirmative. 

Clarksburg was selected for the next 
meeting and the following officers were 
elected : John Bassei, Clarksburg, 
president; John W. Davis, Clarksburg, 
secretary; W. U. Miller, Parkersburg, 
treasurer; vice-presidents, first district, 
Bruce Hall, New Martinsville; second 
district, U. S. G. Pitzer, Martinsburg;

James R. Howe, Register of Kings 
County, has announced that he would 
devote $45,000 of his fees for last year to 
the erection of an equestrian statute of 
George Washington, to stand at the Bed- 
ford Fountain, in the Eastern District of 
Brooklyn. It is to be modelled after 
that in Washington. 

‘*T have been a business man in Brook- 
lyn for thirty years—dry goods,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I have served two terms in Con- 
gress, and have always tried to do the 
best I could to help myself and my fel- 
low men. 

‘*T am not naturally a politician and I 
care nothing for political honors. I had 
and have no desire to be Register for 
any glory or money that might accrue 
from the office. But I secured the nomi- 
nation and was elected to the office with 
one single purpose in mind—the abolition 
of the free system. 
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**Now, we all work hard for our 
money—outside of politics. There are 
few lawyers—bright men who have 
spent years in preparation—who make 
more than $7,000 or $8,000 a year; I am 
talking of practising lawyers, not con- 
sultation men in corporations. How 
many merchants make more than $5,000 
a year clear after 365 days of work and 
worry? Not a large percentage, I assure 
you. But this office here pays ia fees 
$70,000 a year. 

‘*It doesn’t take an intellectual giant 
to hold down this job. Any mano of in- 
telligence could perform its duties. It 
takes a great genius for organization to 
get a salary of $25,000 a year froma 
corporation. It takes a profound finan- 
cial genius to draw a salary of $25,000 
a year from a bank. But here is a posi- 
tion requiring nothing but common 
Vigilance and that nets $70,000 a year in 
fees. 

‘* As a business man, I believe in con- 
ducting a municipality on business prin- 
ciples. A Register, Sheriff or Clerk 
should be paid no more than he is worth. 
Iam fighting to get a law passed that 
will make this possible. I have an idea 
of what the salaries should be, but I 
believe it would be best to leave all that 
to the Legislature.’’ 


Fined for Contempt. 

Joseph and William Martin, of No. 302 
Broadway, were fined $250 each by Jus- 
tice Leventritt, in the Supreme Court on 
January 29, for contempt of court and 
ordered to be imprisoned until their fines 
be paid. 

The Martins were attorneys for Eman- 
uel Popper in an action against the 
Order of Chosen Friends, in which the 
appointment of a receiver was asked. 
Justice Leventritt appointed Jacques 
Hertz as receiver, and the lawyers next 
day made an application before Justice 
Maddox, in Brooklyn, for a discontinu- 
ance of the suit.

To Admit New York Lawyers in New ‘Jersey. 

Assemblyman Maurice Marks, De- 
mocratic minority leader in New Jersey, 
has decided to introduce in the Assem- 
bly, by request, a bill to allow New York 
lawyers, who have practiced in the 
higher courts in the State, to be admitted 
to the bar of New Jersey withoutunder- 
going an examination. 

In support of this bill it is contended 

~that New Jersey lawyers are allowed tuo 
practice in the State of New York with- 
out submitting to the examination to 
which New York law students must sub- 
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mit. It is asserted that the bill merely 
provides for reciprocity. 

At the same time the = yo to 
be opposed by lawyers, who fear that 
its paueage would enable New York at- 
torneys to come over and secure too 
much business. 

Medico--Legal Society. 

It is announced that the second annual 
meeting of the American Oongress of 
Tuberculosis will be held at the Grand 
Central Palace, in the City of New 
York, on the 15th and 16th days of May, 
1901, in joint session with the Medico- 
Legal Society of New York and that a 
dinner will be given to the members 
and guests. It is proposed to open a 
Museum of Pathology, Bateriology and 
Public Health, with an exposition of 
electrical and other instruments; with 
the use of the power furnished at the 
building, which it is intended to be 
made most complete, educating and at- 
tractive; of all appliances used in any 
way in arrest or treatment of the disease. 

The leading manufacturers have en- 
listed already, and the display will 
be on an extensive scale. The ob- 
jects of the Congress will be to ex- 
change the information and _ experi- 
ence gained throughout the world, as to 
forces and methods most available for 
the extermination of consumption, which 
at the present moment is a disease, the 
most destructive of human life of any 
that now afflicts humanity. 

The Medical profession of all countries 
will be invited to contribute papers 
which will be read before this Con- 
gress, by a committee selected for that 
purpose in case of the inability of the 
author to attend. This will enable those 
who could not hope or expect to be pres- 
ent, to participate in the work and use- 
fulness of the body. As the questions 
to be discussed involve remedial legisla- 
tion, legislators, lawyers, judges, and 
all publicists, who take an interest in 
the subiect, are also invited, both to 
enroll and contribute papers. 

The complete list of officers and com- 
mittees will be announced as early as 
possible. The priminary announcment 
is now made to obtain the names of those 
who will co-operate in the Congress, 
and an early classification of the subjects 
and titles.

In this short work, consisting of 250 
pages or thereabouts exclusive of preface, 
introduction etc., Mr. Sims has prepared 
an interesting treatise on his particular 
subject. We use the word ‘*treatise’’ 
advisably for the work is of peculiar 
value to lawg@chools, examining as it does 
each question mainly from a historical 
standpoint. In fact it is our suspicion 
that Mr. Sims holds a lIectureship some- 
where and that he has revised and pub- 
lished his lectures. He has eliminated 
entirely the digest element common to 
most text-books, which seem to be noth- 
ing mure than collections of cases strung 
together in some sort of order or rather 
disorder for, while modern ‘‘instances’’ 
are not ignored, his treatment of the 
subject consists largely of a considera- 
tion of the origin and development of 
each particular convenant. The advisua- 
bility of this is apparent in a work 
necessarily involving feudalistic princi- 
ples, nor does it militate in the least 
against its power to interest and hold the 
reader’s attention. We can heartily 
commend the work to the attention of 
every member of the Bar. 

Chapters I-VI are chiefly historical 
treating of convenants at common 
law. Vil and VIII treat of the 
matter from a modern standpoint, 
IX takes up the question of the 
several requirements of convenants. X 
of the classes of convenants most fre-

The Law of Combinations, Embracing 
Monopolies, Trusts and Combinations 
ot Labor and Capital; Conspiracy and 
Contracts in Restraint of Trade (Two 
Vols.) by Arthur J. Eddy, of the Chic- 
ago Bar, published by Callaghan and 
Co., Chicago, Ill. 

The writer has produced an excellent 
and scholarly work upon a subject 
which we believe has not hitherto been 
treated. He could, however, we think, 
have done 1t in much less space. While 
it is undoubtedly a comprehensive treat- 
ment of the subject, he has been some- 
what diffuse and the treatise is incum- 
bered with extracts from citations to an 
unwarranted extent. Now, we may be 
mistaken in saying that an attorney 
preparing a brief on cognate questions 
would examine the cases themselves, and 
not take them from a text book, but at 
lvast it appears to us that such would be 
the case. In quoting from decisions the 
author seems to have adopted the pecu- 
liar plan both of citing the language 
of the Oourt in the text, and then 
repeating it in the notes. This 
has been done in several places. The 
work is a good one, but it will bear 
rewriting aud condensing. This state- 
ment is not meant in any but the most 
friendly spirit, as a most valuable addi- 
tion to legal literature has been produced 
which we would certainly not damn 
with faint praise. For its careful and 
painstaking treatment of the subject, it 
can be heartily endorsed. 





The Constitutional History of the United 
States by Francis Newton Thorpe, 
(three volumes) published by Callaghan 
& Co., Chicago, Ill 
At rare and uncertain intervals it is 

our pleasure to review the work of a 

conscientious writer. The task of a 

critic is somewhat a thankless one, 

rendered doubly so by the ever increas- 
ing multitude of ill-considered, slovenly 
prepared and machine-made writings 
continually submitted to him for inspec- 
tion. Once in a while, however, we 
have the pleasure of examining a work 
Whose perusal compensates for previous 
sufferings. The foregoing 1s undoubtedly 
somewhat of a platitude, and has been 
said many, many times before. Still its 
repetition in the present instance does 
no harm. While our favorite theory uf 
one man, one book does not apply to the 
present, as the author has previously 
written ‘‘ A Oonstitutional History of the 

American People’’ we can yet freely 

accord belief to his statement that in the 

preparation of the foregoing volumes he 
has given the serious labor of twenty 
years, 

The first volume narrates the History 
of the Country from the time of the 
‘Stamp Act’’ to the completion of the 
Constitution by the F Convention. 
The system proposed by the Federal Con- 


proved by them, though with unmis- 
takable demand for its amendment. By 
1804 this command was complied with, 
and the first 12 amendments were rati- 
fied. This apparent completion of the 
system proved only preliminary to the 
long period of contests and compromises 
which arose under an attempt to admin- 
ister the system. Congress, State Legis- 
latures, political parties, and it may be 
added, the national conscience attempted 
to make firm a government which was 
established on a basis of irreconcilable 
ideas. The narrative of these contests 
and compromises comprise the second 
volume. It concludes with the account 
of the last effort at compromise, the 
proposed amendment of 1861. 

Compromise failed, but the contest 
continued; Civil War followed, and the 
American system of government, state 
and national was reorganized. The 
supreme law—that is, the general plan 
of American government, was amended 
and many causes of irritation and the 
principal cause of contest, were removed. 
The vast change caused by this reorgani- 
zation is narrated in the third volume. 
Its great theme is emancipation and the 
extension of the suffrage. 

It is somewhat difficult to consider 
any particular portion of a work like 
the present, but we were especially at- 
tracted to chapter 5 of the first volume. 
The author has brought us to the period 
of independence. 

‘*One word in the royal proclamation, ’’ 
he says ‘‘transformed the English colo- 
nists into American citizens—rebels. The 
epithet stirred the pride and patriotism 
of the new nation. The idea that the 
colonists were aiming at independence 
was abroad in England, and now it had 
the authority of the King himself. Zeal 
there to conquer the Americans was 
strong, and a vote of the English peuple 
taken any time during the winter of 1775 
and 1776, would have shown quite a 
upanimous opinion that the ministary 
should send all the troops necessary to 
bring the Americans into subjection. 
The national era had slowly, but at last, 
surely dawned. People and leaders were 
now in accord, and Congress entered 
upon its work with a larger measure and 
with stronger evidence of confidence 
than before.’’ 

‘*Capital is not fond of revolutions and 
they are usually re-enforced by young 
landless, and adventure-loving men. It 
was not to the rich that Jefferson turned 
as the chief material for the State. 
Colonial life was striped with social 
distinctions. Between the rich and the 
poor, the well-born and the plain born, 
the colonial official and the leather-clad 
colonial laborer, there was a great gulf 
fixed. Jefferson had taith in the masses. 
He saw them in America without a 
leader, unorganized, 1n peril of intoxica- 
tion with the new wine of liberty and 
possible destroyers of their inestimable 
political heritage. But under skillful 
management, not too obvious, though 
none the less controlling, he believed 
them capable of becoming the chief 
political power in the state. No adequate 
explanation of Jefferson’s influence on 
American institutions will neglect this 
dominating political doctrine of his life. 

He looked upon the people as a multi- 
tude without a political shepherd, likely 
to go astray amidst the wastes of anarchy, 
or to fall into the pit of monarchy. ’”’ 

The highest compliment can be paid 
to its author, in stating that he has 
appealed to the higher class of think- 
ing men, upon the shelves of whose

DEATH OF WILLIAM M. EVARTS. 


William Maxwell Evarts, lawyer and 
statesman, died on the morning of Feb- 
ruary 28 at his home, 231 Second avenue, 
corner of Fourteenth street, New York. 
His death was due to an attack of pneu- 
monia, which his enfeebled condition 
could not resist. 

in the long and useful public career 
of the deceased there were four memora- 
ble incidents upon which the high lights 
must fall in any sufficient biography of 
that brilliant and powerful advocate and 
high-minded statesman. He delivered 
the address placing the name of Seward 
before the Republican Convention in 
Chicago in 1860, and, when the defeat 
of his candidate was assured, moved the 
unanimous nomination of Lincoln. 

He did not again appear prominently 
in public life until after he had passed 
his fiftieth year, in 1868, when he made 
the famous three days argument before 
the United States Senate sitting asa 
court of impeachment, which resulted 
directly in the acquittal of President 
Johnson. 

The eloquent and learned argument of 
Mr. Evarts before the Geneva Board of 
Arbitration in 1872 was tremendously 
potent in effecting a peaceful and hon- 
orable adjusment of the claims of direct 
damages of the United States against 
Great Britain for the devastations of the 
Alabama and _ other cruisers built, 
equipped, or manned in British ports. 

His adroit and able argument for the 
Republican side before the Electoral 
Commission empowered in 1877 to decide 
the contest between Tilden and Hayes 
for the Presidency was open to the 
charge of being influenced by partisan- 
ship and political expediency, of course, 
but the great ability of the advocate was 
not the less clear. 

Scarcely less noteworthy, from a popu- 
lar point of view. than these public acts, 
however, was the appearance of Mr. 
Evarts as senior counsel for the dofend- 
ant in the trial of the notorious Tilton- 
Beecher suit in 1875, which resulted in 
the disagreement of the jury. This, 
even more than any of his other public 
doings, fixed him in the eye of the mul- 
titude, which, of course, was hugely 
interested in every detail of that de- 
plorabie affair. It served to make him, 
too, more of a public favorite than even 
his brilliant triumph before the Arbitra- 
tion Commission, because it focused him 
more clearly in the public eye. The 
element of personal humor in his com- 
position now first impressed the public, 
as it had long before impressed his asso- 
ciates at the bar, and finding him, in 
some sort, a humorist, the people liked 
him the better. 

As Secretary of State in the Cabinet 
of President Hayes, from 1877 to 1881, 
he was rather disappointing to the many 
who had supposed a man of his vast at- 
tainments would particularly shine in 
that exalted position. But the modera- 
tion, calmness, and sagacity of Secretary 
Evarts were not questioned, and per- 
haps he did the State more service by 
refraining from any brilliant coups of 
diplomacy than he might have done if 
he had permitted the public and the 
Senators to influence him in taking a 
high stand in the Panama Canal matter 
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and other questions whick he adroitly 
avoided. — ; 

Before his appointment as chief ad- 
viser to President Hayes he had only 
held office briefly as Attorney General in 
Johnson’s Cabinet, after the failure of 
the impeachment proceedings, although 
he had also been sent abroad on a confi- 
dential mission by President Lincoln in 
1863, at the time of the French interfer- 
ence in Mexico. 

As a matter of fact, however, from 
the very inception of the Republican 
Party, in spite of his foremost place in 
its corncils at the start, he was not po- 
pular with the extremists. The violent 
abolitionists disdained the leadership of 
a metropolitan lawyer, whose views of 
public policy were naturally tinged by 
the conservative influences amid which 
he worked. He was finally elected to 
the United States Senate in 1885, but 
achieved no new distinction in that 
body. He had not the temper or the 
constructive faculty of the legislator. It 
is even doubtful if he would ever have 
made a good Judge. As an advocate, 
however, he was without a superior in 
his time.

In many States of the Union laws have been enacted 
prescribing certain duties to be ed by foreign 
corporations which contemplate business in such 
States, and affixing ce ties for non-com- 
leery in some instances, so far as to pro 

bit by judicial proceedings the enforcement of con- 
tracts entered into by such corporations that fail to com- 
ply with the spirit of the law. 

Under these circumstances it is apparent that cor- 
porations, intending to do business outside of their re- 
spective States, should have some trustworthy method 
by which they can learn what requirements a 
States demand of them before they can legally 
their pusiness in such States. 

With that end in view THz AMERICAN LAWYER here

the statutes of the States in which the affairs of the 
corporation are to be eperated. 

Where it is required of such corporations to open an 
office in the fuvelom State, arrangements can be made 
with the attorneys in such States to utilize their office 
by designating it your office ef business in such State, 
or some members of the law firm may be named upon 
whom process may be served. 

Persons coming within the meaning of such laws can 
make arrangements with such attorney or attorne 
for an annual fee for their services, which ought not 
be less than $10, nor more than $25 per annum. 

The neglect to attend to those matters may deprive 
such persons or corporations of the right to do busi- 
ness some desirable State or territory, or prevent 
them from bringing suit in some important matter.
